I mmensity of Sun-Spots.—A single spot 
has measured from 40,000 to 50,000 miles 
in diameter, in which, as will be readily- 
seen, we could put our earth for a standing 
point of observation, and note how the 
vast facular waves roll and leap about ii:e 
edge of the epot, and also how the m etal­ 
lic rain is formed from the warmer portions 
of the sun. 
In June, 1843, a solar spot re­ 
mained a week visible to the naked eye, 
having a diam eter of about 77,000 miles ; 
and in 1837 a cluster of spots covered an 
area of nearly 4.000,000,000 square miles. 
W hen wo call to mind th at the smallest 
spot which can be seen with tho most pow­ 
erful telescope m ust have an area of abont 
50,000 miles, we pan readily see how large 
a spot m ust be in order to be visible to 
the unaided eye. 
Paateroff, in 
182S, 
measured a spot whose um bra had an ex­ 
ten t four times greater than tho ear’h’s 
surface. 
In August, }&,*§, a spat was 
measured by Newall, and it had a diam ­ 
eter of 58,000 miles—more, as 
you will 
see, than seven times the diam eter of the 
earth. The largcet spot th at has ever been 
known to astronomy was no less in diam ­ 
eter than 153 500 miles, so th at across 
this you coaid have placed side by side 
eighteen worlds. 


E le c tr ic L ig h t in P h o to g ra p h y ,—The 
taking of photographs by the aid of the 
electric light in Úeu of sunlight is no lon­ 
ger a m atter of experiment, but was sue- 
cessfnlly accomplished in this city a short 
tim e ago, acd the result is shewn in a 
photograph of Madison Square Theatar, 
jnsi published by E. k H. T. Anthony, 
The illum ination was supplied by th irty 
arc-lights (Brush system), which were ana- 
pended at the back, the sides and th e front 
of of Uie stage, as well as in th s auditorium, 
he The actors were in no wise made optically 
" uncomfortable in the glare of the lamps, 
and they state th at the effect cn their 
eyes was like diffused daylight. 
The nega­ 
tive was made by an sxposnre of th irty 
seconds. 
The development was effected 
by oxalate of iron, yielding a soft yet brill­ 
iant 
negative, thoroughly clear in the 
shadows. 
The result obtained seems to 
dem onstrate beyond a doubt the fact th a t 
the electric ligh» can he used in photog­ 
raphy w ith the same effect as sunlight,—

sionally, however, one meets with an E n­ 
glish farm er who is approachable and who 
;a not above a '¿m iliar conversation, and 
even an intim ate acquaintance, w ith such 
common trash as a newspaper correspond­ 
ent. 
I have such a person in view as I 
w rite. 
H e cultivates about 90 acres, for 
■which he pays an annual rental of about

Hia place is in a good county, and 
is situated near a m arket town. 
Ha is 
doing fairly well, and will probably con­ 
tinue so to do, until old age compels him 
to retire.

children ? 
He is thinking ju st now of in­ 
denturing one of his sons to an institution 
-,-hich for 87)00 premium will educate the 
boy ia practical farming, and take tho 
profits of his labor for four ye»r3, and then 
settle him ou a small holding under similar 
conditions to chose surrounding his father, 
lie may perhaps dispose of another sou in 
tb e same way. 
His growing daughters he 
is u tterly ai a loss to know w hat to do 
w ith, and as a m atter of fact the openings 
for young girls in this ccuutry are so few 
as to make the woman question, iu its eco 
roomie aspects, ono of the gravest problems 
w ith which legislators and philanthropists 
have to deal. 
M y farm er friend never 
dream s of being able to put his children in 
possession of farms of their own, or of ever 
owning a farm himself, and in this 


SHOWS HIS GOOD SENSE, 
V.r except in the rarest instances, such a 
thing, as blossoming from a poor renter 
into a bloated landowner is simply impos­ 
sible in England. 
W ith us, however, the 
case is entirely different, and though I have 
r. interest in any emigration scheme, but 
such as every well-informed and charitably- 
disposed American m ust feel, I somehow 
ran never converse w ith this gentleman for 
rr.sny m inutes at a time w ithout calling his 
attention to the superior advantages offered 
to people of his class in the glorious land of 
the’ stars and stripes. 
The capital he uses 
here in the cultivation of rented ground 
would, in th at country-, I assure him, make 
him owner in a little while of a broad acred 
farm uf his own, the income from which 
would enable him to add to his possessions 
a t such a rate as to make it possible at 
death to bequeath a good sizid holding in 
fee simple to each of hU children. 
W ere 
my opportunities for observation in the 
farming districts of Eagland more exten­ 
sive, I should, doubtless, meet many simi­ 
larly situated to t'uisoue, and the wonder 
to me is th at more care is not taken 
to keep this class informed of the grand 
prospect the U nited States offers to them 
of battering their condition, and th at more 
enterprise is not shown in trying to get 
them to settle among us.

been less sown than usual. 
The num ber

PERQUISITES FOR THE LABORER 
In harvest time. 
One is the Horkey, a 
bountiful Sunday dinner provided by his 
employer. 
This Í3 followed, when the 
crops are all in, by an ample supper, to 
which, in some cases, not only the laborer 
himself, but his wife and children are in­ 
vited. 
To the latter is also accorded the 
special privilege of gleaning in the fields. 
Some families make three or four dollars in 
this way, which is quite a welcome addi­ 
tion to their ecanty income.

ural laborers of England is Mr. Joseph 
Arch. 
H im self a tiller of the soil, he 
has striven by agitation and other means to 
better the lot of his fellow workers, and 
under the extension of the franchise prom ­ 
ised for next year, he will probably be sent 
to plead their canse in Parliam ent.

Arch is well known in the U nited States,

M eeting this gentleman recently, I applied 
the reportorial thum b screw and elicited 
some very interesting information.

large num ber, he said, had gone to the 
U nited States through his representations, 
and ho had never heard any complaint 
from any one of them. 
The objects of the 
Agricultural 
Laborers’ Union, of which 
Mr. Arch is President, are : First, better 
wages -, second, hotter homes ; third, polit­ 
ical power ; fourth, the paym ent of sick 
benefits.

the six years of the Union’s existence the 
farm laborers of the country have received 
630,000,000, or £5,000 000 per year, ad­ 
vance in wages.

Have, he says, greatly improved, though 
there ¡3 still much to be accomplished in 
this lino. 
In sick benttits and premiums 
at death the Union has epent .620,000, 
th at is about §100 000, and has several 
thousand pounds in bauk at the present 
time. 
The land in the country, Mr. Arch 
holds, belongs by right to the people, and 
should be held by the Governm ent for 
their benefit. 
He believes th at the soil of 
old Eagland, if properly cultivated, ia still 
able to feed its children, but declares th at 
under the present system it does not yield 
as m ush as it should by the value of §300,- 
OOO 009 annually. 
This, he says, íb owing 
largely to the fact th at noblemen keep 
such large tracts for shooting grounds. 
Toe whole system of land owning, he con­ 
tends, needs changing, and he feels sure 
th a t this much needed reform will not he 
much longer delayed.

PLEASANT EXPERIENCES OF TEE BOS­ 
TON 
PARTY. 


A Visit to Bayreuth to E ear “ Parsifal"— 
Rcyal Serenade and Pomp in 
Gondolas of Venice. 


R o m e, A ugust 2, 18S3. 
Here we are, tho whole Tourjee tourist 
party, Sections A, B, C and D, united in 
Rome, in spite of the itinerary. I t happen­ 
ed through the tem porary crowding of Na­ 
ples because of the Casa micciola disaster, 
the terrible earthquake. I have become an 
adjunct of the excursion only since ten 
days, since I have been making musical pil­ 
grimages ou my own account and th at of 
the Musical H erald. M y tw o chief Meccas 
were Bayreuth and Buda l’esth, the former 
for the sake of “ Parsifal,” the latter for 
the sake of the H ungarian gipsy music. 
I 
found both w orth the journey. 
F irst, I 
w ent to Leipzig, where I found the conserv­ 
atory open, and the professors very cordial. 
Reinccke took me to his place cf recrea­ 
tion, a plain table in a modest Keller, 
w here I found gathered some of tbe most 
notable 


ARTISTS AND SCIENTISTS OF LEIPZIG, 
W ho m eet thus quietly once a day and 
smoke and chat and rest. 
An evening at 
Reinecke’s house is, of course, not for pub­ 
lic description ; but I cannot refrain from 
expressing my adm iration of the genial and 
lovable maD, as well as the great musician 
and composer. 
He lives like a patriarch 
of old, in the m idst of a large family ; hon­ 
ored and respected by a ll ; not receiving, 
perhaps, such a large salary as some of our 
musicians in America, but enjoying a vastly 
more comfortable position. 
B ut I could 
not stay in Leipzig forever, and I was soon 
on the train for Bayreuth. 
In the latter 
town I found th at the W agner fever was 
not nearly so high as it had been during the 
C'jmposer s life. 
The town was full, but 
not crowded ; and many of the inhabitants 
grum bled a t the change. 
But, if the pub­ 
lic are not excessive in their devotiou, 
there is one person whose attachm ent to 
the m aster’s memory is vehemently ^trong. 


CASIMA WAGNER, THE DAUGHTER OF LISZT, 
Is still plunged in the deepest grief for the 
loss of her husband—so much so that the 
townspeople declare th at her mind 
is 
Bhaken. 
Sho will sea no one—neither her 
father, her children, her relatives, nor her 
dearest friends, She even grudgeB the pub­ 
lic the right to visit the tomb of the com­ 
poser ; and each day she sits alone by the 
grave in rain or sunshine. 
As I drove 
through the town I saw a familiar face at 
a third-story window, above a grocer’s 
shop. 
I climbed the stairs, and iu a mo­ 
m ent was warmly greeted by M adame M a­ 
terna, who was to perform the part of 
K undry th at day. 
I cannot tell you how 
cordially she spoke of America. She would 
come back in a moment if some manager 
would undertake the mounting of German 
opera in a thorough style. She was affected 
to tears as, when we parted, she said : 
" G re e t them all in America from me. 
I 
shall never, never forget my pleasant days 
there.” 
THE OPERA “ PARHIFAL” 
Is mounted in a regal m anner; and, if I do 
not speak of each performer ia detail, it is 
because each one was perfect in his way.

THE PART OF KUND.RY 
Is alternated each day between Frau Ma­ 
terna and Fraulein M alten. 
The latter is 
a very sweet and pathetic K undry ; but 
M aterna is inexpressibly great in the char­ 
acter. Those who have only seen her upon 
th e concert stage can form no idea of her 
real powers ; she is alm ost as great as an 
actress as she is as a singer, 
W inkelmann, 
the tenor, is also a star of first m agnitude. 
I wish th a t America m ight y et hear such a 
pair. 
The theater is beautifully situated 
in the m idst of a forest park on a hill com­ 
manding an exquisite view. 
I t is not 
large, holding less than 1,500 people; but 
its stage is very deep, and supplied w ith 
every 
mechanical device. 
Such stage 
effects I have never Been. 
In the first 
place, every scene is a masterpiece of 
painting. 
Then, when a panorama takes 
place (as when Parsifal goes through the 
sacred forest), it is not the mere unrolling 
of a canvas, but the simultaneous gliding 
of four sets of paintings from the fore­ 
ground to the background, so th at one can 
look into, instead of at, the forest. 


THE SCENES IN THE SACRED CASTLE 
A re pompously magnificent ; processions 
cross and recross, and the m ystic effects of 
light and shadow are marvels of scientific 
study. 
The most startling Rcene of all is 
when, at the sign of the cross, the whole 
tropical garden of Klingsor crashes into 
nothingness, and is replaced by an arid 
desert, containing only a few withered 
roses. 
Of the music I shall 6ay nothing, 
since it Í3 already a twics-told tale in 
America. 
I w ill only state th at the sec­ 
ond act deals w ith a subject sim ilar to that 
treated by Gade in the secord part of the 
" C iusader8;” and, when I say th a t it is 
immensely superior even to th a t work, you 
will understand th at it is a gem. 
I t is to 
me the m ost perfect part of the work, 
especially the duet of Parsifal and K u n ­ 
dry ; and, in fact, W agner alw ays seems 
greater to me iu his sensuous, hum an m u­ 
sic than in his 
MYTHOLOGICAL GRANDEUR. 
From Bayreuth I went to M unich, where I 
had the pleasure of meeting Rhein berger and 
the veteran Franz Lachaer, who recently 
celebrated his fiftieth year of active lead­ 
ership, 
They were much interested in 
American affairs, and bore testim ony to 
the advanco of 
American musical art. 
From here I went to Vienna, where, at the 
Court Opera House, I heard the “ H ugue­ 
nots”, hut cannot speak s-ery highly uf the 
soloists, since the greatest of the troupe, 
M aterna and W inkelmann, were off on 
furlough. 
B ut the orchestra, chorus and 
stage-setting were excellent, and would 
make Mapieson wild w ith onvy. 
Tbe 
Princess and suite made their entry ia the 
th ird act, and tang on horseback, no less 
than 


EIGHT HORSES COMING ON THE STAGE AT A 
GALLOP. 
I heard considerable music at the P rater 
in Vienna (the finest park in the world), 
bu t it was chiefly bass drums. 
From V i­ 
cuna I went down the Danube to Bnngary 
and Servia. 
In Buda Pesth I listened to 
several of the gypsy orchestras. 
These 
bands consist of from eight to fifteen per­ 
formers, and play chiefly on string instru­ 
ments. 
All their work is extemporaneous, 
not a note of mnsic being seen in the or­ 
chestra. 
The leader, a violinist, rises and 
starts a national or popular H ungarian or 
;;ypsy tune, and the others improvise a 
series of harmonies which fit it like a 
glove. 
They are natural musicians, and 
their performance has a spontaneity which 
I have never heard elsewhere. 
The first 
part of many of their tunes is slow, mel­ 
ancholy and weird, w ith frequent pauses 
as in a chant. 
The finale is always rapid, 
and sometimes reaches a frantic presto. 
W hen I returned to Vienna I found two 
sections of Dr. Tourjee’s party at the ho­ 
tel ; and, joining section A, I started with 
them tu Adelsbnrg. 
H ere the whole party 
took a delicious rest amid the mo9t beauti­ 
ful mountain scenery imaginable. 
A t this 
place we had a good example of 


IGNORANCE OF AMERICA. 
I had entered into conversation, in French, 
w ith a young gentleman from Trieste, who 


betrayed the greatest interest in our part; . 
He constantly insisted th at we m ust i- 
English, and, on my assuring him again 
and again th a t we were real American-, 
said th at he formed a totally different idea 
of the appearance of the Indians ! 
W hen 
I translated th at to the party there were 
a few war-whoops. 
In the evening we 
gave the misguided foreigners a concert, in 
which we purposely introdnced several 
Italian songs, which m elted them com­ 
pletely, and we fraternized. 
In Venice we 
all lounged round gloriously in gondolas. 
As luck would have it, we came ju st in 
tim e to hear 
A GRAND FETE OR SERENADE, 
Given in honor of the Queen of Italy, on 
the grand canal. 
I t took place in this 
m anner : A large barge finely illum inated, 
containing an orchestra, chorus and solo­ 
ists, started at 9 p. m. from the Civic M u­ 
seum, and, rowed by tw enty men, paused 
at various spots alcng the route to dis­ 
course music.

[San Francisco Bulletin, September 17th. 1 
Charles R. Thorne, a famous actor, who 
made his debut Juno, 1830. at the Old 
Fark Theater in New York, is in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
On the 8th inst., in th ’B city, he 
married M rs. Sarah Stark. 
Thorne be­ 
longed to a class of speculative managers 
and actors. 
He combined the talent of an 
actor with fair business judgm ent in the 
management of theatrical companies. 
He 
came lo California first in 1S50, accomp­ 
anied by his handsome wife, one of the 
M -stayer family, so celebrated for beauty, 
aud achieved considerable success. 
He 
came off and on at various tim es from 1S5Q 
down to recent years, and often m et with 
a measure of popularity acceded to few 
actors. 
His m atrimonial Ufe was long, aud 
not a cloud of unhappiness obscured it. 
The golden wedding was celebrated a short 
time before the death of Mrs. Thorne, 
which occurred a few years ago. 
In 1849 Mrs. Kirby, the young widow 
of Kirby, the celebrated actor, sailed from 
New York for San Francisco. 
She was a 
bright and promising actress, of attractive 
person, but her meritB had been shaded in 
the States by tbe genius of her distin­ 
guished husband. 
She made her first ap­ 
pearance at the Eagle Theater ip Sacra­ 
mento during the w inter of 1S49- 50, and 
received a great ovation from the play­ 
goers. 
Crovrdod houses greeted her per­ 
formances, and a rich pecuniary harvest 
was reaped. 
She played standard parts, 
such as Pauline in the " L aiy of Lyons,” 
and Lady M acbeth of Shakespeare's cre­ 
ation. 
She combined w ith personal beauty 
and fascinating stage pres uca an .aptitude 
for the management of theatrical troupes. 
A bout 1851 Bhe married the famous actor, 
Jam es Stark, and in the field of acting 
and 
managing 
the 
couple 
acquired 
a 
fortuue. 
Previous to 
1856 the 
Starks 
were 
wealthy, 
b ut 
they 
lost 
through 
speculative 
investm ents 
and 
in trusting unguardedly to friends. 
To 
oDe friend, and this au actor, M r. Stark 
lent §60,000, and probably never 9aw a dol­ 
lar of th at sum agaio. 
Iu tim e, however, 
fortune ceased to smile on the various en­ 
terprises of Stark, eome of which were of 
a mining character, and after serving as a 
member of the Nevada Constitutional Con­ 
vention, he left this coast for the East and 
there died. 
Sarah sacceeded in acquiring 
considerable property, and is presumed to 
be well-to-do. 
Tne published announce­ 
m ent of her marriage to Charles R. Thorne 
recalls to old tim ers a recollection of her 
trium phs on the etage and the esteem in 
which she was held by all who had the 
pleasure of her acquaintance. 
She and 
Thorne were well acquainted on the stage 
in New Y ork before coming to California, 
and have been friends ever since.

SOME HINTS FOE BEAUTIFYING AND 
IMPROVING INDOORS. 


MEADOW LaKB 
Glorious Rise and Inglorious Fall of a 
M ining Town, 
The Nevada Transcript furnishes the 
following in regard to Meadow Lake : 
There are two things at least in whioh 
Meadow Lake has surpassed most cities— 
its glorious rise and inglorious fall. Its 
rapid ascent to the rank and honors of a 
city, and its equally rapid decline, have 
seemed as a great panorama, Scarcely 
twenty years have passed since the loca­ 
tion of the Union ledges in that district, 
and since then a city has risen and died 
away. Daring the year of 1SGG Meadow 
Like was in the zenith of its glory. W ith 
its two hundred places of business, and its 
streets thronged with a busy crowd, it pre­ 
sented the appearance more of a metropol­ 
itan thoroughfare than a mining town in 
the SierraB. All day long the hammer 
and saw was heard, and not a week passed 
that did not add new dwellings to the city. 
All day long the heavy wheels of freight wa­ 
gons rattled though the .streets, bringing 
provisions for the multitude. Each arrival 
of the stages brought crowds of newcomers, 
who, before they had fully shaken the 
dust off their clothes, had settled down to 
talking “ rents,” “ lo ts” and “ ledges.” 
No one, unless he had lived in a mining 
camp in its earlier and fluaher days, can 
form an idea of the rush and rustle of this 
place. As one descends from the Summit, 
an elevation of 8,000 feet, to the old camp­ 
ing ground below, the blue lake soon 
comes in view. In its crystal waters once 
reflected the image of a busy city ; now 
we behold in it the image of nothing but 
desolation. Of the thirty or forty build­ 
ings which still remain on its banks, 
only a few are occupied. The doors and 
windows of them are boarded up, and sev­ 
eral that have been thus closed for years 
look as neat and clean inside as if they had 
been occupied but yesterday. Here and 
there is a house or barn that has been 
crushed to the ground by the weight of 
the winter’s snow, and along the streets 
the broken fences and dilapidated walks 
add their prospect to the gloomy sight. 
The principal streets ef the town, which 
were kept worn during the season of 1S6G 
bv the busy tread of feet, are now covered 
with weeds and grass, and crossed more by 
the birds and squirrels than by human 
beings. In front of several houses, and 
on the porches of many of the dwellings, 
are small heaps of quartz, which tell in 
their silent language the same sad story. 
At the northern end of the town was a 
large space, called the Plaza, which is re­ 
served for public use ; bnt traces of it are 
now nearly obliterated. No one can stay 
in the place a day without having a feeling 
of lonesomeness come over him. If you 
happen to meet a certain old resident of 
the deserted village, he will ask yon about 
the mines around Grass Valley and Nevada 
City. When you have given him a full ac­ 
count of them and their riohe9, he will re­ 
main silent for a moment, but afterwards 
brighten up and reply : “Ah, but wait un­ 
til we cm work these ; they are richer than 
any down thdre !”

Bring In and Preserve Nature's Attrac­ 
tions—Ornamentation by Needle­ 
work and Otherwise. 


Now is the time to collect ierns for press­ 
ing, that we may have a little of nature’s 
loveliness preserved in our homes through 
the long winter, not only cheering the eye, 
but bringing back to us thoughts of the 
lovely nooks where we found them, and of 
the happy days of vacation time, spent 
among the woods and fields. In this way 
we feel the influence of the lovely summer 
days long after they are passed. Tne most 
common varieties of Bmall ferns are good for 
preserving, but of course the finer they 
are the better ; if one is fortunate enough 
to discover in some hidden nook the grace­ 
ful maiden-hair, with its feathery green, 
and the dark brown hair-like stems, that 
is the best treasure of all. 
For pressing ferns, fold newspapers into 
a book-like form and ent the leaves, mak­ 
ing a thick book about 14 by 11 inches 
square. Select only perfect ferns; place as 
many oa a page as you can without their 
touching each other ; leave two or three 
thicknesses of paper between the pages 
where you put the ferns, as they produce a 
slight dampness, which may cause mildew 
if there is not plenty of paper to absorb it. 
After tilling the book, a very good way is 
to place it between two thin boards the 
size of the book, and then put weights on 
the upper Bide. Or it may be put between 
books of the same size and pressed by their 
weight. Every few days, for two or three 
weeks, look the feres over and change 
them into some of the vacant places which 
will be dryer. Do not attem pt to use the 
ferns until October or November, as they 
will curl up at the ends if used too Eoon. 
There are many pretty ways in which to 
decorate a house with pressed ferns. Many 
people make a mistake in having them in 
too many places, It is not as pleasing to 
the eye to see them in all the vases, over 
and under all the pictures, and even pinned 
to the picture cords ; their beauty is lost 
that way, and one tires of them. A cingle 
group tastefully arranged in some good po­ 
sition in a room produces a much more 
pleasing effect. 
One very pretty way is to make fern 
balls. These balls are quite effective when 
suspended from gas-fixtures, arches, or in 
bay windows. Take a small bunch of 
curled hair, such as upholsterers use, form 
it into a ball about the size of an English 
walnut, tie round it lightly several times a 
fine white thread (No. 100 is good), leaving 
an end of the thread three or tour feet 
long, by which to suspend the fern ball, 
after it is made. Procure some very slen­ 
der fine wire, a little more delicate than 
florists use, but firm enough to wind 
around the Btem of a delicate fern and not 
break it. W ind each fern so that the wire 
will be long enough to pass through the 
ball of hair, come out on the other side and 
bend down, so as to hold the fern in place. 
In this way put in the ferns thickly, all 
over the ball of hair, until it is completely 
hidden. Small ferns of an equal size should 
be used, unless a very large ball is desired. 
Fine white thread is not easily seen, and 
the effect of the fern ball suspended myste­ 
riously in mid-air is very graceful. If the 
ferns are well dried the ball will remaiu 
handsome more than a year. 
A pretty vase for holding ferns may be 
made of birch bark. Cut a circle of bark 
as large as yon wish to have the bottom of 
the vase, and bind it with a pretty ribbon ; 
wine color makes a good contrast; then 
cut a straight strip to form the body of the 
vase. The width of the strip must be ac 
cording to the desired hight of the vase ; 
make it long enough to match around the 
circle and lap over half an inch, then bind 
this strip witn the ribbon across the upper 
and under eage3 ; then sew this piece 
neatly around the circle, and fasten to­ 
gether the raw edges that lap over. This 
makes a very pretty vase, quite simple in 
shape, but when filled with ferns is a pleas­ 
ant reminder of tho summer time. If one 
can paint a few little wood-flowers or ber­ 
ries on the front of the vase it makes it 
still prettier. This vase should be filled 
with sand, which makes it solid and hold 
the ferns in their places much better. 
There are many othef pretty ways in 
which to decorate with ferns, but these 
simple methods are among the most satis­ 
factory.—[The Mastery.

Larga vases filled with one large or 
three smaller pampas plumes, make a pret­ 
ty corner pieee and also add much to the 
attractiveness of a mantel-shelf. One or 
two bright tinted fans, hungoa the wall, a 
bunch of catkins, or an empty bird’s nest, 
tied with a bow of ribbons or fastened on 
the pictnre wire, (for always hang pictures 
with the common wire, it does not show 
but little, no danger of moths in the cord) 
a large vase in the corner filled with 
sprays of autumn leaves, ferns or wild 
grasses are also desirable ornamentations. 
The ingenious woman without much 
money, who is constantly on the lookout 
for some way by which she may brighten 
her home at small expense, aud who, by 
the way, is to be met almost everywhere, 
should read this : Take your old black 
walnut or ebony stand and have it nicely 
dressed with oil or varnish, as best befits 
its lost estate ; then have a piece of wood 
cut cut the same shape as the top of the 
stand, whether square or round, but not of 
the same size ; leave a margin of one or 
two inches all around ; cover this extra top 
with plush (the plush may ba pasted, glued 
or put on with mucilage) ; then glue this 
to the top of the table. This is a very 
nretty addition, and any ornament set on 
this plush-covered stand shows to excellent 
advantage. ___________________ _ 


Art Needlework for Furniture. 
Art, and especially such art as this, to 
fulfill its mission should have a thoroughly 
natural and home side. She must not al­ 
ways be introduced with a flourish of 
trum pets by a professor, nor always sit in 
a chair of state, or be treated like a visitor 
for whom we put oa onr sedate manners 
and ceremonious apparel ; she muBt be one 
of tho ordinary household, consulted upon 
domestic matters with her sleeves tucked 
up, busied in the kitchen, aud very much 
at home in the nursery; not merely a 
friend of the family, bnt one of the fam­ 
ily. This cannot be if Puritanic severity 
be at all times insisted on. 
A thing 
may be 
Too great and goo-1 
For human nature's dally food; 
and we no more at all times want the per 
fection of professional art than we at all 
times want professional music, professional 
billiards, or professional lawn tennis. The 
standard may be raised so high as to ren 
dor endeavor hopeless, and in this way 
much of the healthy and recreative essence 
of art dissipated. Speaking on art-needle- 
work as applied to furniture, G. F. W atts 
says, in the Nineteenth Century, that a few 
simple principles may be laid down, such 
as avoidance of all forms that will not 
adapt themselves to undulations of surface 
and change of direction of plane ; also 
forms that suggest decay, 
all 
that 
makes an appeal to the emotional and in­ 
tellectual side of cur impressions. 
Such 
things are out of place on furniture aud 
drapery ; the graceful alone is desirab'e— 
those things which are suggestive of youth, 
and light, and enjoyment. Representations 
of creations that are beautiful in form and 
gorgeous in 
color—birds, 
butterflies, 
beetles, and the like—can be worked with 
very great perfection, and may ba rendered 
with as much or as little actual truth as 
the occasion may require, to be of use in 
furniture decoration, or in dress ; and it 
is but reasonable to expect that such ap­ 
plication of design and industry would 
bring about the abolition of the barbarous 
and abominable practice of destroying 
myriads of exquisite birds. A whole crea­ 
tion of loveliness is in danger of being 
swept from off the face of the earth, for 
the object of sticking stuffed specimens 
abont wearing apparel, where they are, 
notwithstanding their supreme beanty, 
wholly in bad taste, the extreme improba­ 
bility of tbe real creature’s presence in 
such places making the effect more gro­ 
tesque than charming.—[A rt Amateur.

A Vf KY DISAGREEABLE 
SUBJECT 
GREAT IMPORTANCE. 
CF 


The question of the decomposition of the 
bodies of the dead, and its effect upon the 
living, is a very disagrcenble subject. 
B ut 
it is one th at m ust be met, discussed and 
acted upon. 
The progress of the age will 
no£ perm it it to be ignored. 
If science 
has established anything as a certainty it 
has dem onstrated—and there is nc earthly 
ase to deny the propositions : 
First, th at 
our system of burials in the earth is the 
poorest and least defensible of all system s ; 
second, th at we not only fallow our dead 
to the grave, but by our methods of burial 
we follow them into the g rav e; third, that 
one of the very worst things we can do, so 
far as anything can affect the health, is to 
visit cemeteries ; fourth, th at the burial of 
bodies in the earth contam inates the ground, 
which gives off disease germc and poisons 
those who, especially at certain seasons, 
are exposed. 
In a recent article in the 
Princeton Review, by Ilev. J. B. Beugless, 
this subject is elaborately discussed. 
It 
becomes the more interesting because of 
recent 
developments showing th at for 
years the legal requirem ent as to the depth 
of graves has not been observed. 
This 
may not be a pleasant fact tG contem ­ 
plate, 
but 
it 
Bhould 
be 
considered 
notw ithstanding; 
and 
instead 
of 
be­ 
ing 
avoided, it m ust be very gravely 
and thoughtfully viewed and acted upon. 
In the article in question the essayist cites 
w hat is well known to all chemiete and 
scientists, and to all well read people, un­ 
palatable though the truths may be— th a t 
the sleep of the grave is in fact a process 
•of loathsome decomposition. 
T hat sooner 
or later this m ust go on in all cases tc its 
fullness, ac in the wise order of nature 
prescribed. T hat however we may bury, Uy 
embalming, by sealing in metallic cases, toy 
inclosing ic. stone coffins, the decay, wbioL 
Is oxidation, m ust come about, and all out 
processes to preserve the loved remains 
wre only postponements of the inevitable, 


bring to the surface m yriads ot bacteria 
from the bodies of the decomposing dead. 
Dr. 
Domingo Freire, of Rio de Janeiro, 
discovered th at the alarming spread of yel­ 
low fever there recently wa3 due to th e 
soil of the cemeteries where fever victims 
were buried, and th at it was positively 
alive w ith mierobian organisms identical 
w ith those ejected by the fever patients. 
He took soil a foot from the surface 
over the body of a fever victim who had 
been 
buried a full year and found it 
thick w ith yellow fever germs. The plagne 
of 1828 at Modena is adm itted to have 
been caused by excavations made where 
plagne victims three hundred years prior 
to th at date were buried. 
In New O r­ 
leans, in the great epidemic of yellow 
fever in 1S53, the m ortality in th e F ourth 
D istrict rose to 45*2 of every thousand 
people ; 
or doable th a t of any other dis­ 
trict. 
In th at district, however, were 
three large cemeteries ic which, the year 
before, 3,000 fever victim s were interred. 
The London Lancet says no more deadly 
carrier is known than the w ater of wells in 
cemeteries, 
which ia 
always 
sparkling 
because of the nitrates and nitrites fed to 
it by the neighboring graves. 
W ashington 
Square in New Y ork was once a cemetery. 
The city had the bodies removed and the 
ground turned into a park. 
B ut to this 
day a dense blue haze rests on the ground 
of calm mornings, and a physician who 
lived years on its borders declares th at it 
is impossible to raise children on the lower 
floors of houses around the park. 
Science 
has proven th at this haze testifies th at the 
decomposing dead so saturate the soil th a t 
for long years thereafter it gives off poi 
sonous emanations. 
W hen we consider 
these facts, which are, let it be borne in 
mind, not to be denied since they are in 
controvertibly established, we m ust con 
elude th a t cremation is the more Christian 
method of diéposing of our dead. 
No fire 
touches the b o d y ; 
the heavy cost of 
funerals is reduced to a minimum ; the 
preservation of the ashes of the loved one 
is 
possible 
to 
the 
poorest, 
and 
the 
paupers’ field w ith cremation is unknown. 
One of the leading undertakers of New 
Y ork, who has in his tim e buried thou­ 
sands, is bo convinced th at many are buried 
alive, because of the means taken to pre­ 
serve the body by the ics and other pro 
cesses, th at he has left orders and made all 
arrangem ents for the cremation of his body 
after death. 
A strong argum ent in favor 
of crem ation is the ease and cheapness with 
which family ashes may be gathered and 
preserved where the members of the fami­ 
ly die thousands of miles apart. 
Crema­ 
tion would stop the sequestration of land 
for burial purposes th at should be produc­ 
ing life instead of spreading death. N early 
4,000 acres of land of the best quality is 
thus condemned in the violnity of New 
York and Brooklyn. 
If we cling to earth 
burial at this day, in the light of scientific 
revelation, it is because of the tradition of 
mound and monument and the sad grave of 
the churchyard, and our reluctance to 
adopt w hat we look upon aB a heathenish 
substitute. 
If the heathen were wiser 
than we, wo should be brave enough to 
acknowledge it. 
The men of Israel burned' 
the body of the fallen Saul and buried his 
ashes at the root of a tree, and the kings 
of old were honored by cremation at death. 
The Egyptians mumified their dead, and 
now the ships of the century carry the 
crumbling bones by the ton to England to 
be nsed as Boil fertilizers, so certain is it 
th at 
earth 
m ust 
return 
to 
earth. 
W hile the Hebrews buried their dead, 
wc know th at they practiced incineration. 
So, too, the 
Greeks both buried and 
burned, as did the Homans, until Chris­ 
tianity substituted for the custom the one 
loathsome rule of rotting the body in the 
gronnd to aid the destruction of the liv­ 
ing, and sent the practice down the ageB to 
us, and to which we cling for no better 
reason than th at we are ashamed to take 
the cleanlier and altogether better path, 
because our feet are accustomed to tread 
the old. 
The tim e ia very near at hand in 
many of our great cities, which came to 
London years 
ago, 
when, though the 
churchyards were filled in on top of the 
graves of hundreds of years, the noxious 
gases burst asunder the weighty earth, and 
poisoning the atmosphere, spread disease 
and death far and wide. 
Then our cities, 
in the light of sanitary science, will lead 
in the establishm ent of cremation, and in 
tim e the practice will take the place of the 
burial custom, and thus we shall step over 
the body of C hristianity back to the ages 
when the ancients knew better than we do 
now, -and burning their dead preserved the 
ashes of loved ones safely in funeral urns, 
instead of mourning over the decomposing 
remainc in noxious graveyards. 


■ should be perm itted to be recorded in pub­ 
lic print. 
The m anner and details of his 
taking off should be as secret as the grave, 
and so far as the world is concerned, known 
only to the necessary officials. 
The scaf­ 
fold should be robbed of its dram atic ac­ 
cessories and scenes, and the u tter blotting 
out of the crim inal m ade as complete as 
possible ; even the place of his burial should 
be unknow n to the world. 
The law for­ 
feits his life, and should dispose of bis 
body. 
The criminal should be brought to 
realize th at he is to be cut off even from 
ineriiory. 
Professor W ayland admits too 
much, when he is forced to adm it that 
there is hope in a life sentence. 
Its integ­ 
rity cannot be assured, and hence he comes 
up w ith a suggestion for reform ation of the 
pardon laws, requiring the confinement of 
the prisoner absolutely until before the 
Court of his conviction his innocence can 
be shown. 
This is an old remedy, and 
merely substitutes a Court for a Board of 
Pardons. 
The subject, notw ithstanding 
its age and the much debata it has en­ 
dured, is still an interesting one—one th at 
will engage the attention of society for 
time to come, as it has in time p a s t; but 
we think th a t Professor W ayland, while 
contributing ably to the literature of the 
discussion, has not advanced the canse of 
the Bide he advocates.

H enry Thompson says no “ dead body is 
ever placed in the ground w ithout p«Ent- 
ing th e earth, the air and the w ater about 
it.” A decaying human body, gives off, esy 
the chemists, water, ncc-volatile minerals, 
carbonic 
acid, carbureted and sulphu­ 
rated hydrogeD, ammonia, nitrous and 
nitric acids, and several o th er offensive 
and dangerous organic vapore. 
The a t­ 
mosphere of a thickly-populated cemetery 
contains double the quantity of carbonic 
acid gas and other noxious gases th at is 
found ia a normal atmosphere. 
In th e 
spring of the year, when the opening earth 
releases these noxious vapors more freely 
than at other times, it is only a t great 
risk th a t a porous sail, where the dead re­ 
pose, csn be visited. 
M ultitudes sicken 
and die, and wonder is expressed th a t such 
should develop the special diseases th at 
take them off, who unquestionably teceived 
the disease germs from the soil of cem e­ 
teries. 
Toe germs of zymotic diseases 
especially are prevalent iu the vicinity of 
grave-yards. Koch of Germ any and Ew art 
and C arpenter of England have dem on­ 
strated th a t the blood of animals dying of 
splenic fever, though dried, pulverized and 
k ep t for years, ia etUl capable of reproduc­ 
ing the disease, 
Pasteur, by positive ex­

B ut K it is to be conoid ered as s 
question of punishm ent of the crim inal, 
then arises the issue as to w hether impris- 
ocm ent is the severer punishm ent. 
Prof. 
W ayland holds th a t it is, saying th at while 
“ the lessons of the gallows are short­ 
lived, the prisoner for life preaches from 
his lonely cell a daily sermon to deter from 
crime. 
Thera is nc room here for mock 
heroism or bravado. 
There is no specta­ 
cle ; there are no spectators.” 
This is not 
a new argument, but those who have ob­ 
served prisoners closely do not all concur 
in it. 
The m urderers in prison form a Bort 
of aristocracy as contrasted to the thieves 
and the criminals who commit less grave 
offenses, while ite re attaches to the gallows 
an ignominy no bravado or mock heroism 
can disguise. 
Tae trouble is th at too much 
publicity is given to executions. 
The law 
should, from the time of the final sentence, 
bury the 
condemned from 
the wotld. 
N othing further than the mero fact th at 
“ John 
Doe was yesterday 
executed ”

of the carpenters desiro legislation th at 
shall give them the practical control of the 
whole subject of building, while the build­ 
ers seriously 
declare th at unless they 
are given unlim ited power over the carpen­ 
ters, the country will go to the dogs. One 
class of reformers appeared and soberly 
proposed th at to the workers in every trade 
shall be awarded the sole and legal right to 
prescribe for those who conduct the trade 
industries, just how they shall be carried 
on. 
T hat is to say, the men who work for 
the undertaker shall prescribe the system 
upon which undertaking shall be conduct­ 
ed ; the operatives in a woolen mill Bhal^ 
be empowered to say to the capital sup­ 
porting the industry juBt w hat its reward 
shall be, and ju st bow it Bhall oonduct 
the affairs of the mill, so far as they affect 
the workmen therein.

To go through the 
list of impracticable, not to say insane 
ideas and plans advanced, would tiro the 
patience.

If it is wise, it will re­ 
port that the differences of opinion are so 
wide and varied in this country as to w hat 
will soonest bring about the millennial era, 
th at there can b9 no reconciliation, and 
th at Governm ent had better leave to the 
evolution of civilization and the processes 
of nature the whole m atter of making this 
world better than it is. 
Cartainly the com­ 
m ittee m ust, by this time, be convinced 
th at it can recommend no one of the pat­ 
ent plans for doing th e work of ages in an 
hour.

ELECTRIC HEADLIGHTS. 


The experim ents w ith 
electric 
loco­ 
motive headlights in A ustria appear by 
Consul-General W eaver’s report to have 
been fully as successful as announced by 
the papers last May. 
The Consul says 
th at the conception of illum inating the 
railroad track by means of an electric light 
attached to the head of the locomotive has 
long since ceased to be a novelty in rail­ 
way engineering, while the advantages to 
be derived therefrom, if successfully ac­ 
complished, have furnished sufficient spur 
to urge inventors to the greatest possible 
researches and endeavors. 
B ut the obsta­ 
cles to succees have been the oscillations 
and jars of the engine, which soon de­ 
stroyed the delicate apparatus of the best 
lights. 
It lias been desired to overcome 
this impediment and to secure a cheap and 
convenient method of generating the cur­ 
rent not immediately dependent on the 
continuous motion of the locomotive. 
In 
1881, Mr. Sedlaczek, chief c f the tele­ 
graphic service at Leoben, in A ustria, 
aided by Mr. Schuckert, of Nuremberg, 
after si* years of trial succeeded in obtain­ 
ing, it is affirmed, these two great desider­ 
ata, first by adopting as a generator a 
Gramme m achine w ith 
a Brotherhood 
motor, furnished w ith an autom atic regu­ 
lator, having likew ise attached thereto 
a 
Scluickert 
dynam o-electric 
machine. 
I t 
was 
found 
th at 
from 
700 
to S00 revolutions of the motor were nccos- 
sary, calling for about three-horse power, 
or 
tw o 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
force 
of 
the 
locomotive. 
The 
lamp 
used 
is 
the invention of Sedlaczek. 
The exper­ 
im ents were, 
we are assured, entirely 
satisfactory, 
the 
road 
being 
lighted 
up for *250 meters so brightly th at colors 
could be distinguished, the forms of sig­ 
nals made known, and fine print could be 
read by a person at th at distance from the 
lamp. 
A t 
1,500 m eters a draw ing on 
white paper could be seen. 
The light of 
the lam p was visible a t a distance of at 
least four kilometers. 
The oscillations 
and jars of th e locomotive in no way af­ 
fected the light.

FROFiSSDR 
PROCTOR 
ON 
POKER. 


The Eminent Astronomer Gives His Vlew3 
on Betting and Bluffing. 
The game of poker has won the heart 
of Mr. Richard A. Proctor, the eminent 
English astronomer. 
The astronomer has 
gone into the hidden m ysteries of the 
cards. 
He has studied them , w ritten au 
article on poker, and now is prepared to 
give advice when to “ bluff,” and how to 
bluff, when to “ raise ” and when to leave 
the game. 
For some tim e past the astron­ 
omer and “ The Complete Poker Player ” 
have been close and intim ate friends, and 
now the astronomer, if he be not bluffing, 
is prepared to give advice to The Complete 
Poker Player. 
The astronomer was evi­ 
dently “ in the vein ” when he wrote his 
essay on poker-playing, but does not agree 
w ith experienced gamblers, who hold th at 
the poker-player Bhould first see if he be 
“ in the vein ” before playing. 
The astron­ 
omer does not believe in luck. 
“ F aith in 
good luck th at will Btay, conviction th at 
bad luck will change—these trivial absurdi­ 
ties,” says the aBtronomer, “ have in all 
ages 
led men astray.” 
The secret of 
success in poker is lying in wait. 
Pro­ 
fessor 
Proctor, 
after 
speaking 
for 
some length on the “ Complete Poker 
Player,” goes o n to say: “ Constant cau­ 
tion is apt to diminish the profits of suc­ 
cessful ventures. 
The poker player wants 
others to play high when he has a winning 
hand, and if it becomes known th at ho never 
backs any but strong hands, none will 
‘ raise ’ very much against him. 
To suc­ 
ceed in pocketing a large share of other 
people’s money the player muBt indulge in 
an occasional extravagance. 
So also with 
a very strong hand—one th at is practically 
sure to w in—the judicious poker player 
m ust play a waiting game. 
Ho m ust re­ 
verse the tactics of the bluffer, who tries 
to persuade others th at his hand is better 
than it really is. 
“ Let us consider briefly w hat are the 
chances for each different kind of hand at 
poker. 
F irst the total num ber of ways in 
which a set of five cards can be formed out 
of a pack containing fifty-two cards has to 
bo determined. 
Tnia is easy enough. You 
m ultiply together 52, 51, 50, 49 and 48 and 
divide the product by th a t obtained from 
m ultiplying together 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5. 
You 
thus get 2,593,9(10 as the total num ber of 
poker hands. 
“ I t is very easy to determ ine the num ­ 
ber of flushes aud sequences and flush 
sequences which are possible. 
Thus, be­ 
gin w ith the flush sequences. 
W e can 
have in each Buit, ace, 2, 3, 4, 5 ; 2, 3, 4, 
5 ; 4, 4, 5, 0, 7, and so on up to 10, knave 
queen, king, ace ; 
or iu all there are ten 
flush sequences in each suit, forty flush 
sequencespn all. 
The num ber of sequences 
which are not flush m ay be thus deter­ 
mined. The arrangements of num bers may 
be any of the ten just indicated. 
But tak ­ 
ing any one of these, as 3, 4, 5, ti, 7, these 
may be of any suit out of the four ; 
so 
th at each arrangem ent may be obtained in 
four different ways as respects the first 
card ; so th at w ith the second, third, etc ' 
or iu all 4 tim es 4 times 4 times 4 times, 
or 1,024, four of which only will be flushes. 
Thus there are 1,020 times 10 or 10,200 
sequences which are not Hush. 
Now as 
respects flushes their num ber is very easily 
determined. 
The num ber of combinations 
of five cards which can be formed out of 
the thirteen cards of a suit are given by 
m ultiplying together 13, 12, 11, 10 and 9, 
and dividing by tho product of I, 2, 3, 4, 
5 ; this will be found to be 1,287. 
Thus 
there are 4 tim es 1,287, or 5,148 possible 
Hushes. 
Of theseS, 103 are not sequence 
flushes.” 
Full hands are also considered by tbe 
Professor, and other bands, until the fol­ 
lowing discovery is made, th at of the four 
best classes of hands :

Finally the Professor proposes an exam­ 
ple and answers, showing how to bluff' and 
win. 
H e then says: 
“ Suppose your 
original hand contains a pair—the other 
three cards being all unlike—should you 
stand cut or should you draw (to purchase 
right to which you m ust staud in), or 
should you stand in w ithout drawing ? 
Again, if you draw, how many of the 
three loose cards should you throw out, 
and w hat are your chances of improving 
your hand ? 
Here you have to consider 
first w hether you will stand in, which de­ 
pends not on the value of your band only 
bnt also on the chance th at your hand will 
be improved by drawing. 
Having decided 
to stand in, remember th at discarding 
three tells the rest of the company th at in 
all probability you are drawing to improve 
a pair hand, and a t poker telling anything 
helps the enemy. 
If one of your loose 
cards is an ace. you do well to discard only 
the other two, for this looks like drawing 
to a triplet, and you may chance to draiv 
a pair to your ace. 
But usually you have 
so much better a chance of improving your 
hand by draw ing three th at it ia, as a rule, 
better to do th is.” 


INDIAN SIGN LANGUAGE. 


GRAND 
NEW 
CATHEDRAL. 


The Cathedra! of the Incarnation at 
Garden City, L. I., was deolared completed 
A ugust 29ch. 
I t has been five years build­ 
ing, aud has cost 82.000,000, and St. Paul’s 
School, which has been three years build­ 
ing, 
has cost about 81,000.000. 
The 
Bishop’s residence will, when completed, 
cost 830,000 The interior of the Cathedral 
presents a beautiful appearance. 
The altar 
waB made in Antw erp, Belgium. 
I t is 
composed of statuary marble in eight pan­ 
els. 
The statues of Hope and Religion are 
in position. 
They were made in Florence, 
Italy. 
The windows of stained glass were 
made in London, England. 
They repre­ 
sent the incarnation, or the childhood of 
Christ. 
The glass in the windows of the 
mausoleum was also made in London. 
These windows represent 
the passioD, 
death, resurrection, and appearance of 
Christ in his last days. 
The Dean's 
seat, 
which 
will 
be 
filled 
by 
the 
Rev. Dr. Drowne, is of carved mahogany, 
and was made in Philadelphia. 
I t has not 
been placed iu its appropriate position yet. 
The pulpit and lectern are of bronze. 
They were made in New York, after de­ 
signs by Sibyl. 
The baptismal font is of 
marble. 
Tbe organ cost $100,000. 
I t is 
in live parts, and each part is played from 
the single ke>board by electrical appli­ 
ances. 
The ch.mes in the tower are also 
played from the organ keyboard by elec­ 
trical attachm ents. 
The organ cases are of 
mahogany, richly carvtd. The organ stalls 
are also of mahogany, carved in harmony 
with the cases of the organ. 
The cases 
and stalls together cost $50,000. The crypt 
is of marble, and every country is rep-e 
seated iu its construction. 
I t does not 
contain the remainB of the late Alexander 
Turney 
Stew art. 
The 
basement 
is 
filled 
w ith a 
Sunday school room and 
m ortuary chapel. 
The staircases are all 
of iron. 
The walls and steeple of the 
Cathedral are of Belleville (N. J.) stone. 
The interior columns are of iron, orna­ 
mented with bronze foliage. 
The edifice 
is heated by steam. 
Two enginea in the 
basement supply the power to the organ. 
St. Paul’s School is believed to be the 
finest eduoational structure in the country. 
Ii is a modification of the English Gothic, 
constructed cf brick and Dorchester stone. 
I t is three stories in hight, and very im ­ 
pressive. 
The main parlor will be a 
momorial rocm of tbe founder, 
A. T. 
Stew art, containing a portrait of th at 
gentleman aud the furniture which he used 
during his lifetime. 
The C athedral was 
consecrated 
Septem ber 
19tb, and tbe 
school opened the same day. 
Dr. Drowne, 
the Dean, has been authorized to parchase 
tho vestments for the Cathedral, and tho 
school library, maps and charts, without 
regard to cost.—[Christian Union. 


There are seventy-six different vocal lan­ 
guages used by the American Indian, 
which are as distinct in pronunciation as 
are the English, German, French or any 
other language known to civilized man. 
Hence, 
the m igratory Indian from the 
N orth m ust needs have Borne mode of 
communication when be followed the buf­ 
falo to a w anner clime late in autum n, 
and in turn the fellows who escaped from 
the scorching sun of the South to enjoy 
the cool breez s of the N orth, found th at 
they m ust co-operate w ith their brethren 
in order to m ake their visit endurable. 
Thus, these children of nature, for they 
are nothing more nor less, have by com­ 
mon necessity organized a system of sign 
language, which, though unw orthy of being 
dignified by being term ed a complete code, 
is sufficiently intelligible to perm it of a 
pretty general nse of it am oD g th e m ost 
intelligent men and women of the various 
tribes. 
The plains Iudians are credited w ith 
perfecting the sign language to a greater 
extent than any other. 
To such an extent 
is the sign language used th a t there are 
those who can converse as rapidly in this 
manner as by vocal speech, and although 
tw o seldom use the same sign the general 
outline of the pantom ime is so easily com­ 
prehended th at frequently a description of 
some great event is im parted by one Iudiau 
to another, whose homes are separated by 
hundreds of miles, and no possible means 
of communication ever existed between 
their respective tribes. 
In other wordB 
there are certain general signs th a t are 
thoroughly understood by tribes of the 
B ritish possessions and of tho M alpipais 
districts of Arizona. 
The signal given by a horseman riding 
rapidly in a circuitous route is well known 
to be one of danger, 
and before the 
aborigines had a G reat Father to provide 
them w ith ponies th s sigu was given by 
one of the Indians running backw ard and 
forward as rapidly as his lszy legs could 
carry him. Ju st before departing on any 
enterprise of m urder and theft, and a sep­ 
aration is to occur, certain signs arc agreed 
□pon. 
As an illusion, tbe old Biblical 
term of “ a cloud of smoke by day and a 
pillar of fire by night,” was never more 
strikingly exemplified toen when m ountain 
Indians climb a high hill and, after build­ 
ing a fire of damp or gieen wood, cover 
the same w ith a blanket. 
As soon as suf­ 
ficient smoke has accumulated for th e p u r­ 
pose, the blanket 19 quickly lifted so th at 
a bail of smoke arises atoa.lily into th e air 
and finally disappears among the clouds. 
This is a day signal and is supposed to be 
witnessed by allies in another section of 
the country. 
The night signal for disclos­ 
ing a retreat of friends is made by a wisp 
of dry grass or hay, which is lighted at 
one end and whirled aroun l in tbe air so 
th at a perfect circle of fire is visible. 
In 
their native sim plicity these children of 
the forest have adopted the modes of the 
days of Moses and Aaron to communicate 
w ith each other. 
Suppose th at two Indians of different 
tribes meet. 
They have m et before and 
formed a m utual adm iration, and their 
families may be particularly interested in 
each other. 
The visitor is welcomed by 
the host, and a conversation by signs com­ 
mences. 
The new arrival will, in a short 
space of time, relate how a friend had 
suddenly come in contact w ith an enemy ; 
w hat weapons were used; who “ drew the 
first blood ;’’ wheie either was w ounded; 
the length of tim e consumed iu th e b at­ 
tle ; the position of each at different times 
of the com bat; the courage displayed and 
the stoical indifference assumed. 
In fact, 
every 
detail 
will 
be 
told 
almost as 
quickly as if related by the tongue, and 
yet no word will pass betw een the parties, 
because they could not understand each 
other. 
Since civilization has encroached upon 
the privileges of these savages, and they 
havo learned the arts of chewing tobacco 
and loafing around on store boxes like 
white people, they have not been slow to 
utilize m any of the articles used for do­ 
mestic purposes. They will take a medinm- 
eized m irror, and from the tcp of a lofty 
mountain flash the movements of an enemy 
to their friends far in the distance. 
A 
blanket is considered an excellent medium 
for communicating intelligence. I t ia taken 
by the corners aud waved back and forth 
to show th at au engagement is anticipued, 
and after a battle it is laid flat upon the 
ground, which indicates th at tbe party is 
anxious to surrender. A sign for after night 
is the firing of a lighted arrow in a certain 
direction, which may represent varions 
things—just as the agreement before separa­ 
tion may run. 
The rude figures of various 
animals and birds th at are so common to 
the heathenish nations of w hat constitutes 
art, all have their significance, and are 
read w ith ease by those who understand 
them . 
A moving band can, by leaving 
pictures of birds, beasts and inanim ate ob- 
jeots scattered along their route, inform a 
party of friends following as to w hat occur­ 
rences have taken place so accurately th at 
the second band will know ju st w hat to do 
to guard against danger or lend assistance. 
An illustration of a steep m ountain w ith a 
goat in the act of climbing, while a horse 
appears in a position where the soles of his 
hoofs are liable to get sunburned, indicated 
that though a goat can climb np the rocky 
trail, a horse may tumble, and hence it 
is unsafe for the Iadians to attem p t the 
ascent. 


E r o s iv e 
P o w e r 
o f G la c if .r s .—Both 
from mechanical and physical considera­ 
tions, A. Irving concludes that too much 
erosive power has been attributed by some 
writers to glaciers, and that it is doubtful 
if the work of actual excavation has been 
accomplished by them all. 
He attributes 
the differential movement of glaciers to the 
following causes : 1. C r a e k liD g and regela­ 
tion, as explained by Tyndall and Helm­ 
holtz. 
2. Generation of heat within the 
glacier, as n t forth by Helmholtz. 
3. The 
penetration of the glacier by luminous solar 
energy, the absorption of this by opaque 
bodies, such as stones, earth, organic germs, 
etc., contained in the ice, and the transfor­ 
mation nf it in this way into hest. 
To 
these ( lite s he attribute* the greater dif­ 
ferential mot-on of r.he glaciors hy day than 
by n igh t. *n4 io sume.ar tbiu in winter. 


fc SICKING 
CIGARhl’fES. 
In one of the echools of Brooklyn a boy 
13 years old, naturally very quick and 
bright, was fouud to be growing dull and 
fitful. 
H is face was pale, and he had 
nervous tw itchings. 
He was obliged to 
q uit school. 
Inquiry showed th at he had 
b “Come a confirmed sm oker of cigarettes. 
W hen asked why he did not give it up, he 
shed tears, and said th at he had often tried, 
but could not. 
The growih of this habit 
is insidious, and its effects ruinous. 
The 
eyes, the brain, the nervous system , the 
memory, the power of application, all are 
impaired by it. 
“ I t ’s nothing bnt a cigar­ 
ette ,” is really “ I t is nothing bnt poison.” 
German and French physicians have re­ 
cently protested against i t ; and a conven­ 
tion of Sunday and secular teachers was 
recently held in England to check it. 
I t was presided over 
bv an 
em inent 
surgeon of a Royal Eye Infirm ary, who 
stated 
th a t 
m any 
diseases 
of 
the 
eye 
were 
directly 
cansed 
by 
it. 
Parents, Bave your children from this vice 
if possible. 
Do not allow them to deceive 
you. 
In future years they will rise up 
aud bless you for restraining them. 
I t is 
now 
known th a t old 
cast-away cigar 
stum ps are used in the manufacturo of 
cigarettes. 
Boys are employed to gather 
them from hotels, bar-rooms, sidew alks— 
from w herever they are throw n. 
Collect­ 
ors buy them of the boys and send them 
to the m anufactories by the barrel. 
No 
m atter how disgusting the spot whence 
they are picked— whether from the spit 
toODS w ith its filth 
‘.lie foul refuse finds 
its way into the m outh and nostrils of the 
eigarette-smoker. 
M any a smoker throws 
away the stum p of his cigar because he 
does not like the flavor of it. 
H e does 
not know why the flavor is unpleasant to 
Him, but it is caused by nicotine— the 
active principle of tobacco, and a violent 
poison. 
This accumulates in the base of 
tbe cigar with every draft of the smoke, 
and the man, noticing the unpleasant flavor, 
throw s the Btump away. 
This reservoir 
of nicotine finds its way into the cigarette, 
and the person who smokes it gets in a 
condensed form the poison which so often 
works mischief en the brain of habitual 
smokers. 
Again, these cigar stnbB—or 
any tobacco, for th at matter, th at is made 
into cigarettes—ia 
wrapped with paper 
which contains a very large per cent, of 
arsenic or other deadly poisons, the powers 
of which exert a deleterious effVet upon 
the tonsils—in fact, the whole throat—of 
all those who use them ; indeed, it has 
been found impossible to cure catarrh in 
inveterate cigarette-smokers. 
B ut even 
this is not the warat of it. 
These cigar 
stum ps have been in the m ouths of all 
sorts of men—drunkards, fast young men, 
rotten old roues, whose very kiss, or touch’ 
or even the pencil they hold in their 
mouths, 
might communicate the foulest 
and most feaiful disease that comes to a 
human being. 


Each head of clover contains abont sixty 
distinct flower tubes, each of which con­ 
tains a portion cf sugar not 'exoeeding the 
five-hundredth part of a grain. 
The pro­ 
boscis of the bee muBt therefore be inserted 
into 500 clover tubes before one grain of 
sugar can be obtained. 
There are 7,000 1 
graino in a pound, and, as honey contains j 
three fourths of its weight of dry sugar, 
each pennd of honey represents 2 500,000 
clover tubes nocked by bees.—.Chicago j 
Tribune. 


HEALTH 
NOT3S. 


Cracked earthenw are shoald never be 
used for dom estic purposes. 
I t is a safe 
rule in good housekeeping to break any 
fractured stoneware to pieces and render 
them quite unfitted for any em ploym ent as 
utensils. 
In a paper read before the 
Academy of Sciences, Baris, M. K. Pey- 
russon dem onstrated very clearly how the 
germs of cholera, typhoid fever, and sim i­ 
lar diseases may be preserved and com­ 
m unicated by even th e slightest crack or 
fissure which may be caused by very 
trilling accidents to crockery and faience. 
The proper tem perature for a bath is the 
one which feels agreeable and comfortable, 
saye the Herald o f Health, and not the one 
th a t feels hot or cold. 
Of course these 
may be necessary in certain cases. 
As a 
rule a bath may last as long as it is agree­ 
able. 
This may be one m inute, five m in­ 
utes, or longer. 
Those who have accus­ 
tomed them selves to hot baths may lower 
the tem perature gradually, and soon ac­ 
custom themselves to a cold or cool bath. 
An English doctor ssys he has found a 
cure for rheum atism in toial abstinence 
from food. 
H e declares th a t many case» 
of acute articular rheum atism 'Vkve been 
cured by fasting from four to eight dayB, 
while chronic rheum atism was also alle­ 
viated. 
No medicines were given, b ut pa­ 
tients coaid have cold w ater and lemonade 
in m oderation. 
The doctor states th a t 
rheum atism is only a phase of indiges­ 
tion, and therefore can be cured by giving 
complete and continued rest to all the di­ 
gestive organs. 
A th irty years’ investigation of the sub­ 
ject has convinced M. V. B arg of theeffi. 
cacy of copper as a preventive and cura­ 
tive of cholera. 
The m etal absorbed into 
the system, he says, acts as an alm ost p er­ 
fect prophylactic, the exceptions not being 
more num erous than in the case of vaccina­ 
tion in defending people from small-pox. 
Among other precautions he recommends 
tbo external application of copper in the 
m etallic form, the burning of dichloride of 
copper in alcoholic lemps, wine mixed w ith 
the natural mineral w ater of St. C hristian, 
and the use of vegetables rendered gretn 
by sulphate of copper. 
If a person swallow any poison what» 
ever, or has fallen into convulsions from 
having overloaded the stom ach, an instan­ 
taneous remedy, more efficient and applica­ 
ble in a larger num ber of case3 than half a 
dozen we can now think of, is x heaping 
teaspoonful of common salt and a9 much 
ground m ustard, stirred rapidly in a teacup 
of w ater, warm or cold, and swallowed in­ 
stantly. 
I t is scarcely down before it be­ 
gins to come up, bringing w ith it the re­ 
maining contents of the stom ach ; and lest 
there be any rem nant of poiBon, however 
small, let tbe white of an egg, or a teacup 
of strong coffee, be swallowed as soon ae 
the stomach is quiet. 
These very common 
articles nullify a larger num ber of virulent 
poisons than any medicines in the shops. 
A physician says : 
For the “ wind in 
the stom ach” children are thought to 
have, for their tiresome crying, and for 
their restlessness and worrying a t night 
w ith which they are afflicted, if th e warm 
bath were resorted to oftener instead of 
using soothing sirnpB and worse nostrum s, 
it would be far better for the children. 
In 
preparing a warm bath for infants, great 
care should be taken not to have th e w ater 
hot. 
A lady rem arks on this subject : 
“ W hen my child was sick ono night the 
doctor ordered tbo hot w ater ready, and 
said it was all right. 
Ju s t as she was go­ 
ing to put the child in I said, ‘ But your 
elbow into the water tirat.’ 
Sbe did so and 
found it altogether too hot. 
Iu washing 
my babies I often find the w ater th at is 
agreeable to my hands is not so to my 
flesh th at is covered w ith clothing, which 
leads me to think oftentim es babies are 
tortured, and even injured, by giving them 
a bath in water th at is too h o t.’’ 


MIRAGE ON THE 
M ISE TOAST. 


A few days ago a beautiful mirage was 
seen at Squirrel Islam i, on the coast of 
Maine, says the M astery. 
The day had 
been warm and calm, aud to a person stand­ 
ing at the w ater’s edge waves of heated air 
seemed to vibrate w ith great intensity on 
the sea. 
Suddenly, a t 5:20, the ocean as­ 
sumed a wonderful appearance. Above tbe 
true horizon seemed suspended in air a sec­ 
ond ocean, which faded away 3nd formed a 
gray vapor th at appeared like an immense 
tidal wave, and fell and rose to a great 
hight. 
Vessels before icv-tible rose from 
below the horizon and sulitd in spectral 
procession through the clouds. 
To tho 
eastw ard Monhegan rose high 
aove Fish­ 
erm an’s Isle, acd kept company w ith a 
ghostly island covered with dense forest, 
whioh quivered fir beyond 
maquid. 
A 
fleet of schooners south of Fisherm an's 
l3le suddenly strctshid.apw a.-d ;n a fro - 
terqae manner. 
A great heave in the at­ 
mosphere separated the masts, and the up­ 
per sails scurried upward aad d.ssolved, 
only to appear again ju st above. 
A seiuer 
north of Damanscove was quickly trans­ 
formed into a leviathan. H tr'-ails chaoged 
from w hite to gray, and swayed upward far 
above Datnarisoove. 
B ut on Damariscove 
was the m ost wonderful appearance seen. 
To the south end of the island rose up per­ 
pendicular colm unar cliffs 100 feet from the 
sea. 
The houses were nearly hidden be­ 
hind them . 
The hill rolled together into a 
mound and then unfolded to twice its 
real length. 
J n s t beyond ti.e spectral 
cliffs the sea broke on a long ledge and the 
spray leaped skyw ard w ith lightning ra­ 
pidity. 
Damsriscove and H eron Isles as­ 
sumed grotesque shapes, and danced and 
stretched upw ard in marvelous lasticity. 
It awoke delightful recollections of the 
A rabian N ights. 
Land and sea were en­ 
chanted, and under the m ystic spell invisi­ 
ble genii transform ed them into beautiful 
but fleeting illusions. 
Tho phenomena 
lasted till sunset, and then 
n the bare 
slowly faded away, 


FIGHTING A SKUNK 


I was once on a visit to a sheep-farming 
brother, far away on the southern frontier 
of Baenos Ayres, and among th e dogs I 
found there was ono most interesting creat­ 
ure.

The first Hour for the trade 
was ground on Thursday, and, on being 
tested in the presence of a number of citizens 
as to the grade, it wss found to give a better 
test and present a fioei appearance, by its be­ 
ing more delicate in texture and whiter than 
the “ Minnesota High Patent Flour,’’ which 
has been considered to be the finest quality 
of flour in the United State-, and the best 
in the world except the Hungarian. 
About 
two years ago McCreary 4 Co., at a large 
expense, put new Btonesiu their mill tbroueh- 
m-.f, but they soon discovered that the roller 
A u 's s W43 capable of producing a much 
aner quality of flour, so the time-honored 
inill-stone has at last had to give way to what 
is now termed *'Tne Model Roller Gradual 
Reduction Milling System." The advantages 
of the new over the old method of manufact­ 
uring flour are, that by the new system the 
wheat is first crnshsd into small pieces, and 
all the dust that is lodged in the crack of 
esch grain of wheat is separated; so also is 
the bran sftsr passing through other ma­ 
chinery, and the last process through which 
the wheat passes produces flour, while by the 
old milling process dust and grain were 
ground together, and the difforent machinery 
through which it passed only removed the 
brau and the iower grades of flour, while the 
dust remained. 
The mill is the only one of 
the kind north of San Francisco. 


N u m e r o u s T bamm.—'Tramps in the north­ 
ern portion of the city are quite numeroust 
and have become an intolerable nuisance. 
Ju st north of the levee a large number of 
them are camped in the willows.

Sometimes half a d, z:n of these 
worthless idlers are seen together, but when 
approached they always separate and disap­ 
pear in the brush in different oirections, like 
a covey of quail when alarmed.

THE STATE LIBRARY, 


A Brief E istory ol Its Form ation and 
Contents, 
The present inves igation into the conduct 
of Librarian W allis has attracted considera­ 
ble attention to the State Library, and as 
many questions are asked concerning it, a 
brief sketch c t this institution may be of in­ 
terest. 
Prior to 1S50 there seems to have 
been but a few scattering books belonging to 
the State. 
An A ct of the Legislature, dated 
April 9th of the year named, directed that 
such books should be collected and placed in 
the custody of the Secretary of State, who 
was declared to be State Librariau. A t this 
time there was no provision for a fund for the 
library, and another A ct was passed M ay 1, 
1852, which provided that each and every 
officer 
commissioned 
by 
the 
Governor 
should pay the sum of five dollars to the Sec­ 
retary of State and the Controller of State 
was directed to reserve $5 from the pay of 
each legislator for that and all subsequent 
sessions, which was to go into a fund to be 
known as the State Library Fund.^ This A ct 
also provided for a B iard of Directors for 
the library, t i consist of the Governor,Treas­ 
urer, Controller, President cf the Senate and 
Speaker of the As.-embly, and the Board 
were directed to expend the money in the 
L ’brary Fund for furniture, books, etc., as 
they thought were “ best suited to the wants 
of the Legislature.” An Act supplemental 
to the Act of 1850 was approved May 11, 
1853, directing that ail fees of whatever de­ 
scription collected by the Secretary of State 
should bs transferred to the Library Fund. 
By an Act of 
the Legislature approved 
April 
10, 
1800, 
William 
C. 
Stratton 
was authorized to make a catalogue of the 
books, etc., belonging to the State 
L i­ 
brary, for 
which 
ce 
received 
$1,000 
On March 8, 1801, an Act was approved 
which placed the control of the Library under 
a Board of Trustees, consisting of the Gov­ 
ernor, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
J . W , Winans, H. W . Harkceas and J . F. 
Morse, the last three to bold office for four 
years, their successors to be elected by the 
joint ballot oi the Legislature. 
The Board 
was authorized to appoint a Librarian, and 
W. C. Stratton was appointed to that posi­ 
tion. 
By an A ct of March 21, 1864, the 
same members were retained as a Board of 
Trustees. February 28, 18C6, the A ct was 
amended by making the Attorney-General 
ex officio a member of the Board, instead of 
the Governor and Chief Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court, and the other four members 
were J . W. Winans, U. W . Harkness, C. G. 
W. French and W. C. Belcher. 
About this 
time the Supreme Court decided that the 
Chief Justice could not hold the office of Trustee 
of the State Library. 
The Political Code of 
the State, enacted in 1S72, placed the library 
under the control of a Board of Trustees, to 
consist of five members and to be elected by 
the Legislature in joint convention. 
The 
fund was also made to consist of the fees col­ 
lected ty the Secretary cf State and the Sur­ 
veyor-General. 
By the Act of 1850, and af­ 
terwards incorporated in the Political Code, 
the members of the Legislature during ses­ 
sions, and State officers at all times, are al­ 
lowed to take books from the library, but a 
clause stipulates that all books taken by the 
former shall be returned at the close of the 
session, and that before the Controller draws 
the last warrant for the salary of any mem­ 
ber he must be satisfied that all books have 
been returned, or, if lost or injured, paid 
for to the amount of three times their value. 
W. C. Stratton was succeeded as Librarian, 
after many years, by J . Neely Johnson. The 
next Librarian wss R. O. Cravens, who was 
succeeded in April, 1882, by Talbot H . W al­ 
lis, whom it is now sought to remove. 
The 
constantly increasing cumber of books caused 
the Legislature to pass an Act in I860 author­ 
izing the appointment by the Librarian of a 
deputy, and a second one was allowad in 
1870. The present deputies are C. E. Gunn, 
having charge of the law library, and F, F. 
Freeman, in the general library. 
In 1856 a collection of books, known as 
“ The Law Library of San Francisco,” com­ 
posed cf 3,500 standard law books, was pur­ 
chased for about $17,000. 
This purchase in­ 
cluded some rare statutes and reports. 
This 
was the largest secession the law library ever 
received, but it has been added to from year 
to year until it now embraces over 17 300 
books. 
The department of reports is com­ 
plete to date. 
I t contains full sets of all the 
American, English, Scotch, Irish and Cana­ 
dian reports, together with digests, statutes, 
etc. 
There is also a large collection of trsat- 
iaes, embracing all the standard authors and 
moat recent editions ; full ssts of leading law 
journals and periodicals of Eogland and 
America, and a considerable collection of 
works on French, Spanish and laws of other 
foreign countries. 
Political science, political economy ar.d its 
kindred subjects, finance, banking, commerce 
and statistics, are represented by nearly all 
the standard authors. 
Fine arts, poetry, 
bell: s-lettree, hia' ory, etc. are well represented. 
Ths sciences have received attention, and the 
library contains many valuable works on 
architecture, sanitary and civil engineering. 
The magszine depertment is well supplied, 
while the dramatic department is very lull, 
including very rare editions of Shakespeare ; 
Gumberlana’e British Theater, 64 volumes ; 
Bell’s Theater, 34 
volumes, j dated 1795 ; 
Modern 
Standard 
Dram s, 45 
volumes; 
M inar Drama. 27 volumes ; Dryden’s D ra­ 
matic Works, 6 volumes, dated 1735; The 
German Theater, 6 volumes, dated 1800; 
Thomas Otway’s Plays, 3 volumes, dated 
1768; Comedies of Flautas, translated by 
Thornton, dated 1769; Bs we’s Dramatic 
Works, dated 
1720; 
Willier’s Dramatic 
Work», dated 1754 ; Dods ey’a Collection of 
Old Plays, dated 1816; L-cey’s Acting Plays, 
100 volumes, and many others Equally as 
valuable and rare. 
In the department of biography, personal 
mem ira, etc , the library is rich, the num­ 
ber of vulumes in this department reachiug 
into the thousands. 
In lexicons, cyclopedias, 
etc., there is scarcely anything further to be 
desired ; while in the department of biblio­ 
graphy, it is probably safe to say that not one 
standard work of importance is lacking, and 
there are several that are extremely rare. In 
ths fine arts the library cont9ius many hun­ 
dreds of choice and valuable works. 
Among some of the books that are prized 
on account of their rarity or ago is a monkish 
prayer bock written on parchment some timo 
in the twelfth century; a Bible printed in 
1501, an elegant specimen of early printing ; 
Virgilii Maroni’s Opera, Venice, 1514; Ho- 
meri “ Odvssea,” tu Latin and Greek, Oan- 
Iabrigal, 1664; Ovid’s 
“ Metamorphoses,” 
mythologized and repiesented in figures, by 
Gserge Sandys, 1640; afine copy of George 
Sandy’s translation made on the banks cf 
the -Tames river, and said to be the first 
translation from the classics ever made in 
Am erica; Sir Thotmis More’s “ Common­ 
wealth 
of 
Utopia,” 
London. 
1639; 
Coke’s 
“ Institutes,” Loudon, 
1019, 
for­ 
merly the property of General W illiam R. 
Davie, 
Minister 
Plenipotehtiary of the 
United States to France under Washington's 
adm inistration; Sir Wm. Standford’a Las 
Plees del Coron, London, 1583; the history 
of the Knights of M alta, by De Vertot, 2 
vole., London, 1728 ; Holnnlied’s Chronicles 
of England and Scotland, London, l$l)7 ; 
and the Rise and Progress of the English 
Commonwealth of Anglo-Saxon Period, 2 
vols , 1832. 
The library b3s risen from the few volumes 
in 1850 to one of the finest public libraries in 
tbe United States, with a total of over 56,009 
books. 
The present Trustees of the library are 
H enry Edgerton, M. F. Johnson and A. C. 
Freeman, of Sacram ento; J. J . Owens, of 
San Jose, and I. S. Belcher, of Marysville. 
Ths names of the present Librarian and 
deputies are given above, but if the present 
investigation results the same as a recent 
State investigation, no disinterested person 
stan name the occupants of tbe positions on 
January 1, 1884.

T H S 
SEW AGE 
QUESTION. 


E d s . R i c o r d U s i o n : 
I think the sew­ 
age question is simpler than supposed. 
You 
do well of course to keep the drainage ques­ 
tion and disposal of Bewage before the pub 
lie ; but since the grading of our city afforded 
the ample fall to reach the garden lands be­ 
yond Y street, formerly called the 10-acrelois, 
the second main question is, Is it necessary to 
carry the sewage further ? 
We know that 
an attem pt was made to carry it away down 
by a channel to Beach’slake, or elsewhere, tu t 
it has been long ago proved that that channel 
is too sluggish, and a pestiferous deposit has 
been created, the noxious vapors of which are 
of course Wafted back to the city every time 
we have a south wind. 
On the other band, 
the noxious vapors from China slough are 
wafted to a large part of the city by every 
northwest wind. China slough can and will 
be filled, I presume, as I believe the Board of 
Health has made it impirative, and I street 
must be regularly draintd like any other part 
of 
the 
city. 
B ut tilling 
cannot 
be 
resoited to below the 
city ; the ques­ 
tion 
there 
is 
mainly 
the 
disposal 
of the sewage? To effjet that same, I see 
no altc-rnatird but pumping at great expense 
into the river, regardless also of polluting 
the water for domestic use at Sutter ville ami 
elsewhere, and polluting the salmon and 
other fisheries. 
I believe the Board of 
Health long ago protested against that 
method of disposal, and it ought not to be 
suffered. 
Thiscity long ago protasted against Marys­ 
ville or Nicolaus thus polluting the river, 
and we have no more right to do it than the 
Marysviilians. 
The conclusion is, os I have 
long ago advocated, that deodorizing works 
should bo m ide below Y street. As you say, 
no breediu_-spot for cholera in or near the 
community shou’d 
be permitted. 
Such 
places m uít be blotted out, no matter at what 
cost; but the cost is very easily ascertained, 
and it need not be so very great if primping 
int > the river is not made a part of it, while 
in a few years, if farming experiments were 
adopted meanwhile, the deodorized manure 
would become marketable as a valuable ac­ 
cessory to market gardening. 
The question 
of profit, howeve-, is not reasonably called 
for at present; the primary object is to get 
rid of the nuisance and danger to life; and 
if, by and by, we cau get a set c ff of profi; 
against necessary expanse, we 3hall feel 
doubly enriched by adopting a scientific 
method of disposing of the sewage. 
All that seems to be wanted is deodoriza- 
tion, or an adaptation of that part of Capt. 
Liernur’s system u»ed in Europe, or that 
part of the Pullman system which seems to 
be an adaptation of Capt. Liem ur’s. 
If re­ 
ceiving works were established below Y 
street, so as to stop further exposed dis 
charge, the present polluted soil will very 
sooa become innoxious by nature’s process of 
rank vegetation utilizing the gases. 
Tne foul 
stuff or waste from the gas works should be 
connected with deodorizing works, and not 
allowed to spread over the lands. Tbe ques­ 
tion of earth closets ia other parts of the city 
where there are very few inhabitants to a 
block, is comparatively harmless. 
Of course 
if any of the present city sewers are radically 
defective, proper provision should be made, 
but adequate discharge into a receiver, with 
proper works attached for deodorization and 
discharge, whether by steam or otherwise, i) 
the first thing needful. 
I t cannot be expect­ 
ed that the sewers, however well planned, 
can discharge properly if the sewer rr.outhe 
are stopped as nearly at present.

THE h o t n o r t h w inds. 
( 
CHANGED EVERY DAY FOR THE MECHANICS’ STORE. 


The cause of the hot north wind is d is­ 
cussed by the Orland I'imes, and from ex­ 
perience of the past tw o days is ju st now 
a pertinent subject for consideration. 
The 
Times’ editor says he has made the m atter 


a study since his residence in the valley, 
and while the view s expressed are his own, 
he feels confidence that his theory is cor­ 
rect, and that the frequent damages aris­ 
ing from these winds can be prevented. 
The theory and rem edy are as follows : 


Every person of intelligence knows this 
fact, that 
hot air does Lot come from 
above, but is always the heated evapor­ 
ation arising from the earth. 
Before the 
hot north wind comes we generally have a 
spell of hot weather which heats the 
ground very much. Our valley is hounded 
on tw o 9ideB by ranges of m ountains, 
which prevent crosB currents of air, and 
there is no obstruction to the north wind. 
In the vast plains east there are cross cur­ 
rents, w hich, m eeting and m ixing w ith the 
cold wave, turn into heavy rains. 
The cause of the heated north wind is 
this ; A cold wave comes from the north ; 
when It reaches cur valley it m oves over 
it, not very high, pressing down the heated 
vapor from the earth into lim ited space. 
The hot air wants to escape, but there is 
only one way that it can rush, and that is 
down the valley toward the wide part and 
the river opening toward the bay. 
Tne 
nature of the cold wave above ia such that 
the heated air cannot m ix w ith or pen­ 
etrate it. 
Let science then come in and 
provide a current or comm .tion that will 
mix the heated air from the valley w ith the 
cold strata above, and the result w ill be a 
general rain over the valley instead of a 
withering blast. 
To effect that object let 
there he stationed in a line across the head 
of the valley four or five large m ilitary 
bombs, w ith an electric wire on poles con­ 
necting them all w ith one battery. 
About 
the tim e the north wind begins to blow let 
there be a sim ultaneous discharge of well- 
bound balls of powder ia the air (we be­ 
lieve that dynam ite forces down, if so, 
powder is the best). 
The concussion w ill 
extend a long w ay all round, leave an 
opening for the hot air to escape, and m ix­ 
ing w ith the cold above w ill cause a con­ 
densation of vapor, and a heavy fall of rain 
will be the result. 
This w ill cool the 
earth, and more than likely change the 
upper strata of air. 
The proof of the upper cold wave Í3 the 
fact that, w hen this valley gets the hot 
blast, there is frost in valleys of from 5,000 
to 7,000 feet altitude. 
The great fires in 
Chicago and W isconsin occurred when 
there were great and alarming droughts 
around, and the fires caueed heavy rains. 
W e m aintain that judicious 
explosions 
into the air, not below, would cause rain 
to fall. 
B ut the party firing m ust under­ 
stand the currents of air above, for it is 
not every tim e he could cause the rain to 
fall. 
There m ust be a particular stratum 
above at the tim e of the explosions. 
A t the same time of the explosions at 
tho head of the Sacramento valley there 
should be explosions at the north end of 
the San Joaquin valley. 
As there is no 
outlet south for the heated air, it increases 
in 
force, 
turning 
and 
tw istm g, 
and 
finally bursting through the cold air above, 
and generally ends w ith rain. 
Is is the 
rush of the hot air up that raises the sand. 
The farmers in Napa valley each y e v , 
when they expect frost, light sm oldering 
fires, which till the valley w ith sm oke. 
That cannot rise and clear away until the 
sun changes the atmosphere above it,

TOILING FOE RECREATION AMONG FIS8 
AND FURS. 


Success in the Lakes and Rivers—Bear 
Catching— Item3 of Interest all 
Along the Line. 


W hite fish are now being introduced into 
our rivers, and hence the following as to 
their catching will be in the line of the 
future with us : Lake Superior is con­ 
sidered the best of the great lakes for fish. 
Its water is more like that of springs than 
any of the others. White fish and lake 
trout taken from Superior command better 
prices than the same tieh taken from any 
other lake. They like deep water, and are 
frequently taken from a depth of 300 feet. 
They are worth $120 a ton, and are taken 
principally in gill nets. On the Sault St. 
Marie the Indians have a novel method of 
catching white fish. Two Indians go with 
a canoe into the rapids. One occupies the 
bow the other the stern. The latter uses a 
paddle to keep the boat's head up stream. 
The former has a pole with which to steady 
the boat, Btandiug upright in his place. 
They take with them a dip-net four feet in 
diameter, attached to a pole or handle 
15 feet long. Tais is placed ready to the 
hand of the Indian in the bow. The fishing 
is done at the foot of the rapids, where the 
water boils and tumbles furiously. With 
his pole the Indian in the bow holds the 
canoe or lets it float steadily Bidewise, 
now -up a little, perhaps, and then down, 
but always under perfect control. The 
Indian gazes constantly into the water, 
which is often ten feet deep where they 
are fishing, and the depths of which no 
white man was ever yet able to school 
his eye to penetrate. Suddenly he seizes 
the net by the handle with one hand, still 
manipulating the boat with the other, and 
plunges the net into the water, perhaps 
ten feet away, thrusting it to the bottom. 
Then he gives it a peculiar twist, draws it 
up, and turns out into the boat often as 
many as half a dozen white fish, weighing 
from three to five pounds. These Indian 
fisher anea are unerring in casting their 
nets, and it is not an uncommon thing for 
them to capture 300 white fish in a day. 
How they are able to see the fish in the 
bottom of the rapids is a mystery no one 
has yet been able to fathom.—[The Mas­ 
tery. 
Recently as Melvin Gardner, who re­ 
sides at Elk, Penn., at the mouth of 
Spring creek, waB walking through the 
woods abont a mile from his house, be 
caw a hear sitting behind a log looking at 
him. Taking good aim, he knocked her 
over with a bullet from his trusty rifle. 
Before he had time to observe the effect of 
his shot, he Baw a cub-bear scampering off. 
Dropping his rifle he ran after it, and 
soon had it by the back of the neck. Just 
as he canght it he saw another cub at­ 
tempting to climb a tree near by. Though 
incumbered by the cub he had just cap­ 
tured, he ran after the second one, and 
canght it by the neck just as it got fairly 
started up the tree. W ith both hands 
full of bear, he started on a run for his 
house, the cubs doing their level best to 
get away. 
Before he reached home his 
shirt sleeves were in shreds. Arming 
himself with his ax he started back, ac­ 
companied by his son, to look after the 
mother of the cubs. As they neared the 
spot what was their surprise to see an­ 
other cub making for a tree. Tuey waited 
patiently for two hours, and, as a last re­ 
sort, cut the tree down and secured the 
third cub, but it was killed by the fall. 
The old hear was found stone dead, the 
bullet having crushed through her brain. 
The citizens of Mount Vernon, N. Y., 
says f orest and Stream, having been an­ 
noyed by the hordes of curs of low degree 
which nightly bay the moon, the offending 
dogs and their owners have been brought 
into Court, Justice Weeks presiding and 
meeting out due punishment. It is reported 
that “ after a number of complaints had 
been lodged against persona who »aid they 
were not the owners of offending dogs, the 
Justice took the evidence of Cbief ot To- 
lice Sternhagen, which wa3 that in each 
case he bad Been the respective dogs follow 
the respective defendants. The Court de­ 
cided that it wes good evidence of owner­ 
ship for a dog to be seen to follow a man, 
and imposed fines accordingly,” Tnough 
hesitating to dissent from the opinion of so 
high a judicial authority as the Mount 
Vernon Justice, we think it quite possible 
to conceive of certain instances where the 
mere act of following could not be con­ 
strued as implying possession. For exam­ 
ple, the scene a pear orchard, the follower 
a bulldog ot ferocious aspect, the followee 
a small boy, making for the picket fence 
Would the Court hold that the boy was 
seized or possessed of the bulldog ? 
Whoever may have heretofore doubted 
the existence of eea serpents, will now 
have to accept the fact. The Pacific Life 
thus telle i t : “ Tuesday week some Italian 
fishermen, off Marin county shore, caught 
in a net what is claimed to be a veritable 
serpent, and which was placed on exhibi­ 
tion at the California market. 
When 
canght it was so ferocious that the men 
clnbbed it quiet, and it died on the follow­ 
ing day. It is three feet long, fonr and 
one-half inches in circumference, copper 
colored on top, with dark-brown spots 
which extend from the head to the tail, 
and with a pale brown belly. It has no 
gills nor dorsal fin, and its tail tapers to a 
point like that of an ordinary snake. The 
mouth is two inches long, armed with two 
rows of sharp and retentive teeth. Only 
think that California is the first to catch 
and exhibit a veritable sea serpent. As 
seen when dead, it certainly was a rough 
and ugly looking customer.” 
A form of bait is suggested by one of the 
writers to a sporting periodical that is 
somewhat novel He says that he has 
used it for thirty years, and never saw its 
equal as a bait. The skin of the neck and 
the head of a fowl with speckled and red 
feathers, cut into narrow strips with the 
feathers on, makes a moet enticing bait, 
and it may be used fresh, or be kept 
pickled in salt brine from fail till spring. 
He eays : “ When on the hcok it is a 
most enticing bait, and being tough hangs 
on well and looks bright. I have caught 
a basket of trout with ene bat. Some­ 
times you want a bait like a bug or grass 
hopper, or a large miller, this you can 
closely imitate by leaving on one or two 
feathers. Sometimes by catting from the 
wattles near the bill, with a feather or 
two, ot a piece of the comb, a piece of the 
little feathers attached will lure a trout 
when nothing else will.” 
Those who are familiar with the flavor ef 
shad will never admit that there is any 
other fish as fine to eat, either as pan fish 
or baked. V. hen the Pacific Coast boaatc-r 
h-.a heretofore been referring to our fish, an 
E At ere man, with a few shad hones in his 
t Hfoat, could always get away with the 
argument when he referred to the delicious 
favorite, the riastenj ahsd. Now, however, 


we are soon to have this beauty as common 
as many other fish in our rivers in this 
State, as a large plant of them has been 
made, and specimens being taken in differ­ 
ent places, in rivers and bays, show that 
they will soon be plentiful. Tney will not 
be as gamy as brook trout aad some other3 
in catcning, but they discount these and all 
others upon the table. Another very ex­ 
cellent fish, and which will he a prime 
favorite as an addition to our natural stock 
of fish upon this coast, is the white fish, 
which has also been introduced here, and 
some are occasionally being seen by fisher­ 
men.They are having fnn by the acre np 
north, spearing salmon, which are now 
m aking up stream. 
The \rek a Journal, 
speaking of the sport, says : 
” Quito a 
large number of our young men frequent 
the^ banks of Shasta river every night 
lately, to enjoy the sport of spearing 
salmon, which are very plenty this sea­ 
son, and now in fine condition. The sal­ 
mon will be good for a few weeks yet, hav­ 
ing commenced running to headwaters. 
As soon as they get badly bruised in 
shooting the rocky rapids, and bitten by 
lam per eels and other pests, they Bhould 
not be eaten. 
In Klamath river they can 
be seen jumping onfc of the water con­ 
stantly in their journey to the headwaters, 
but there is no chance of catching them 
there, owmg to the great body oí water 
and the swiftness of the stream.” 
In a late issue of a local journal “ A1 
Fresco,” of Jacksonville, Florida, says : 
Peter Gardner had quite a frolic yesterday 
at Mayport, near the mouth of the St. 
John’s river, with a tarpon weighing one 
hundred and fifty pounds. Its head meas­ 
ured twenty inches in length and two 
inches and a half across the eyes. Mr. 
Gardner states that he carried the small 
rowboat through the water at a rapid rate 
until he was stranded by a sand bar, when 
a knife was applied to his fishship and he 
was safely landed on the beach. This is 
the second tarpon taken near the mouth of 
the river within the last two months. 
The question has recently been debated 
by correspondents in Forest and Stream 
whether quails can be brought to a tame 
condition. In the last number this item 
appears : Deputy Sheriff Beattie, of Tur­ 
ner's, N. Y., has a quail a year old that is 
perfectly tame, and goes when and where 
it wants to, always returning to its cage. 
Mr. Beattie has also two tame red squirrels 
that occupy the same cage with the quail, 
and they, too, go and come at will, and 
between them and the bird there seems 
to be a decided affection, the quail ex­ 
ercising a maternal care, hovering them as 
she would her young, the equirrels seem­ 
ing to sleep the sounder for it. 
Numerous cases of fish-poisoning have 
been reoorted, and the light of investiga­ 
tion proves that the diseased condition of 
the fish has been due to pollution of 
streams. Though not necessarily fatal, the 
results of fish-poisoning are serious, and 
strict enactments against the pollution of 
public waters should be carried into effect 
throughout the Union. An incalculable 
amount of damage has been done in the 
way of destroying and poisoning food-fish, 
in once famous streams, by refuse from 
factories, mills, etc., during the past de­ 
cade. Cannot the nuisance be abated ?— 
[Field and Farm. 
A review of the work of the United 
States Fish Commissioner for the past 
year, says the Prairie Farmer, shows that 
over 45,000,000 whitetish fry were placed 
in the great lakes ; that carp were Bpread 
quite thoroughly over the Union, and that 
samples weighing from five to seven pounds 
are already being caught in Southern 
waters. Tne only ornamental kind propa­ 
gated is the goldfish, which is wholly ab­ 
sorbed by members of Congress. Shad, to 
the number of 200,000, were planted in the 
Sacramento river eight years ago, and now 
they are sold at Puget Sound at 25 cents 
per hundred. They are produced by the 
Commission at a cost of $00 per million. 
Tne Carson Tribune say3 : Thomas Ten­ 
nant will next year open an exteneive fish- 
hatching establishment at Lake Tahoe. 
Eastern capitalists have become interested 
in the matter, and will put the scheme on 
a solid basis. They have chosen a good 
man to manage their business. 
Robert Hamilton is reported by the Red 
Blnff Cause to have recently killed a mule- 
deer at Snag Lake which weighed when 
dressed 300 pounds. Its horns had thir­ 
teen points, seven on one and six on the 
other. This class of deer are scarce in this 
State. 
A grizzly, which has been making havoc 
among sheep and other stock at Bayard’s 
Camp, on Pine creek, Lassen county, was 
killed by a sheep herder a few days since. 
It weighed 800 pounds dressed. 
In a pigeon shooting match at Reading, 
Pa., Tuesday, Isaac Robert and Oliver 
Hinnerehit, of the Forest Club, each killed 
forty-five birds out of fifty. Bogardus and 
eon killed forty-three. 
A boy went fishing, who afterwards met 
another boy. First boy : “ Did you catch 
anything ?” Second boy : “ Not until I 
got home.” 
Dr. Hayes, of Crass Valley, recently 
bagged fifty snipe in one day’s shoot in the 
Sierra valley. 


SCIENTIFIC N0TE3. 
It is Baid that if common yellow African 
diamonds are immersed for a few minutes 
in an aqueous eolutioo of aniline violet, 
they acquire a fine steel blue tint peculiar 
to the beat stones. 
The Scientific American says: “ The 
idea that lightning is not so destructive in 
the United States as it used to be, because 
the network of railroads and telegraph 
wires lessen the number of accidents, is 
met by the record of the summer. Fatal 
thunder storms have never been more com­ 
mon.” 
Dr. P. P. Deherain maintains that the 
electric light contains rays which are hurt­ 
ful to vegetation, but these, he says, can 
he held back by transparent glass. Tüe 
light itself, he finds, contains enough of 
the rays useful to vegetation to maintain 
the life of plants for two months and a 
half; but the quantity of favorable rays is 
too small to bring crops to a condiiioa of 
maturity. 
A scientific expedition for the explora­ 
tion of Africa is in coarse of organization 
under the charge of Dr. Einil Rieheck. 
Much is expected of it. fierr Gottlob 
Adolf Krause will lead the party and see 
that the plans are carried out. The imme­ 
diato object is described as the investiga­ 
tion of tne languages and social condition 
of the inhabitants of the region about the 
Niger, Benue, and Lake Tsad. 
It is pointed ont by Dr. K, Heumann 
that if sulphur is heated on a plate of 
metal or porcelain its vapors in the dark 
give off a phosphorescent light. The flame 
is pale, scarcely bluish, and very different 
from the fine blue flame given by the com­ 
bustion of sulphur at higher temperatures. 
In place of sulphurous-acid gas, the phos­ 
phorescent sulphur emits vapors having an 
odor which recalls at once that of hydrogen 
bisulphide, of camphor, and ozone. 
Recent excavations for public works in 
Paris have laid bare a store of native sul­ 
phur in masses of mixed rubbish. The 
crystallization is evident to the eye, and 
under the microscope the crystals are seen 
to be octahedral. M. Daubree explains its 
presence on the supposition that sulphate 
of lime and organic matters, such as ma­ 
nure, leather, 
bones and vegetables, 
associated with it in the mass, have acted 
chemically on each other. In some placeB 
the sn'phur is rich enough to pay for ex­ 
tracting. It appears in a breccia of small 
pieces, incrusted with crystals of eulphur. 
When the bed wa3 opened by the excava­ 
tors it exhaled a powerful odor resembling 
that of phosphorus, which was attributed 
to phosphureted hydrogen. 
The Russian Chemical Society having 
established a competition for the best lamps 
for burning the intermediate oils of the 
Caucasian naphtha, which have a density 
from 0 860 to 0 S75, found that the four 
competing lamps satisfy the required con­ 
ditions, the beat of them being that of M. 
Knmberg. According to experiments made 
by Professor Mendeleef, the new lamps 
burn not only the intermediate oils, but 
also a purified mixture of all distillations, 
the heavy, greasy oils which have a density 
of 0 910 at 15s included. Like the Ameri­ 
can naphtha, the Baku naphtha would thus 
yield more than two-thirds (nearly three- 
quarters) of its weight of oils available for 
lamps, the oils from this last being far less 
dangerous than those of the former. It 
yields, besides, nearly thirty per cent, of 
greasy oils of great value. 
Perhaps the Belgian W ar Department’s 
method of making soldiers’ uniforms water­ 
proof might be tried for the clothing of 
railroad servants and other employes of 
corporations, such as the policemen, fire­ 
men, etc., in cities. This is the process : 
Acetate of alumina is obtained by making 
solutions of equal parts of alum and 
acetate of lead in separate vessels, and 
then mixing them together, when sul­ 
phate of lead will be thrown down, leaving 
acetate of alumina in Bolution to be de­ 
canted. In this solution the fabrics to 
be water-proofed are soaked, and, with­ 
out being wrung, dried in tho air. 
Perspiration will escape from cloth­ 
ing so treated, hut rain will not 
penetrate it, and no injury is done the ma­ 
terial. As tho method involves considera­ 
ble expense, it mast be conducted on a 
large scale to make it economical.

THE GRAPE CURE. 
The Florida Dispatch contains the fol­ 
lowing regarding the grape cure, of which 
so much has been written : 
The ancients understood the value of the 
grape as a cure for any disease, acting 
strongly upon the kidneys, helping diges­ 
tion, and being successful in restoring to 
health and strength those who are weak 
and emaciated. No one can state the 
quantity or method of using ; from three 
to ten pounds being used according to the 
age and constitution of the patient. They 
are generally divided into three or four 
portions, taken at regular intervals through 
the day. The skius and seeds are rejected, 
and the grapes must be fully ripe, even 
then acting injuriously upon tho teeth if 
they have symptoms of decay. There are 
many places in Europe where the “ grape 
cure” is practiced, bat particularly in 
Switzerland. The quality of the frnit de­ 
pends upon the character of the soil. A 
dry soil produces fruit containing much su­ 
gar aud little acid ; a moist Boil generates 
acid albumen and mucilage, but very little 
sugar. The degree of maturity has also 
an influence on the composition of the 
fruit. Grape juice is richer in phosphoric 
and potassa than are most mineral waters. 
There is a great difference of opinion re­ 
garding the value of this fruit among 
physicians, some regarding it as Boothing, 
laxative and diuretic, others give special 
emphasis to its nutritive and tonic quali­ 
ties. Probably it will affect people accord­ 
ing to their state of health or disease, and 
whether it is eaten while fasting or after, 
or with the meal. Many considerations 
are required before one can pronounce judg 
ment on the effect of the cure. 


F o reig n -b o rn P o p u la tio n . —Tho num­ 
ber of foreigu-bom persons residents of the 
United States is now about 7,000,000, or 
nearly one-eighth of its present popula­ 
tion. In 1SS0 it was 6,679.943, in 1870 it 
was 5.567,229, in 1S60, 4,138,697. New 
k srk has a larger number of persons of 
foreign birth than any other State. It has 
1,250,000 out of a total population of 5,­ 
000,000. Half a million of these are from 
Ireland and 350,000 from Germany. Penn­ 
sylvania and Illinois have each 600,000 of 
foreign birch; Ohio, 400,000. 
Of the 
7.000,000 of foreign population now ia the 
United States 2 225,000 are of German 
nativity and nearly 2,000,000 Irish. Be­ 
sides the 7,000,000 who are of foreign birth 
there are about S,000,000 of foreign parent­ 
age. The percentage of arrivals for the 
past few years show a large increase from 
Germany. A few years ago the arrivals 
from Ireland formed a much larger per­ 
centage of the whole than now. The num­ 
ber now arriving from Germany is more 
than three times as many as those arriving 
from Ireland. Last year there were 191,­ 
643 Germans to 76,252 Irish. The number 
of emigrants leaving Germany in the past 
fifty years is estimated at 3,500,000. Most 
of them came to the United S’ates.

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OUR YOUNG FOLKS. 


Copp°ras m ixed with w hitewash put upon 
the collar wails w ill keep vermin away. 
To polish stained floor3 rub them thor­ 
oughly once a week w ith beeswax and tur­ 
pentine. 


The yelk of an eg? m ixed w ith a little 
m olasses m akes a rich brown glaze for the 
top of rusks and buns. 
Green tom atoes sliced and fried in but­ 
ter, a la egg plant, are much relished by 
som e people. 
The slices should first lie in 
salt and water for tw o hours. 
Sardines picked up fine and m ixed w ith 
cold boiled ham, also minced fine, and all 
w ell seasoned with a regular m ayonnaise 
dressing, m ake a delicious filling for sand­ 
wiches. 


H ard-boiled eggs pressed w ith chicken 
or veal add to the relish and the appearance 
also of these dishes when cut in slices. 
Pains m ust be taken not to press the eggs 
out of shape. 
This is said to be a very good rem edy for 
hoarseness : Biafe the w hite of an «gg to a 
stiff froth, add two tablespoonfuls of su ­ 
gar, the juice of one lem on and a glass of 
warm water. 
Brown bread, which m ay also be served 
as a pudding, is made by taking one cup of 
molasses, one teaspoonful of soda dissolved 
in half a cup of boiling w a ter; stir this in 
the m olasses until it is thoroughly m ixed 
w ith it ; then add three parts of Graham 
flour to one of corn meal in sufficient quan­ 
tity to make a batter ; to this add a table­ 
spoonful of m elted lard. 
Steam this four 
hours. 
If you w ish to eat it w hile hot in 
place of bread, dry it in the oven for fif­ 
teen m inutes ; if for pudding, serve it 
fresh from the steam er w ith a sour sauce. 


To make quick molasses candy take one 
cup of N ew Orleans molaBses, one-half cup 
of light brown sugar, tw o tablespoons of 
vinegar and a piece of butter the size of an 
egg. 
Boil steadily about ten m inutes, then 
try in cold water ; if it hardens it is done. 
Ju st before taking it from the fire add one- 
fourth of a teaspoon of baking so d a ; do 
not dissolve it, but put it in dry. 
Pour on 
buttered plates to cool and pull as soon as 
can be handled. 
Very nice pop-corn balls 
are made by having the corn roasted and 
leaving a little of the candy in the bottom 
of the k ettle ; pour in all the popped corn 
it w ill damps d, stirring carefully until it 
takes up the candy. 
If plastered walls be painted they w ill 
not absorb odors. 
You can easily clean 
them w ith soda and water. 
Soap and wa­ 
ter spots them. 
W hen paper and plaster 
become saturated w ith effluvia, nothing 
but entire removal w ill clean them. 
In ­ 
sects w ill not harbor in painted walls. B e­ 
fore paint or calcim ine is applied to walls 
every crack and crevice should be filled 
w ith plaster or cem ent made of one part 
Bilicate of 
potash m ixed w ith common 
w hiting. 
For the calcim ine put a quarter 
of a pound of w hite glue in cold water 
over night and heat gradually in the morn­ 
ing until dissolved. 
M ix eight pounds of 
w hiting w ith hot water, add the dissolved 
glue and stir together, adding hot water 
until about the consistency of thick cream. 
U se a calcim ine brush and finish as you go 
along. 
If you wish an excellent lamb or veal 
pot pie, choose a k ettle to stew the meat 
in on w hich a steam er w ill fit. W hen your 
m eat is nearly done make a crust from d i­ 
rections given 
for 
chicken 
pie, 
using 
only half the amount unless you have a 
large fam ily. 
Lay a cloth on the bottom 
of your steamer or put in a plate. 
Make 
your dough out in two long narrow rolls 
and lay them in. 
Have Borne thickening 
ready, and when the crust is done (it w ill 
take about tw en ty m inutes to steam ), set 
the steam er in the oven a m oment while 
yon rem ove the m eat to your platter and 
thicken the gravy. 
If preferred, the m eat 
can be left in until ready for the table. 
Break yonr steam ed crust into sm all pieces, 
tw o forks are convenient to do this w ith, 
and drop into your boiling gravy. 
L et it 
boil up a m oment and pour over the meat 
you have taken on the platter. 
It w ill not 
iojure the crust if it steam s after it is done 
should the dinner hour be delayed, only 
do not break it up and put it in the k ettle 
u n til you are ready to have it served.

P h oenicians u sed to c all th e le tte r 
“ o x ,”

N o w le t us 
see if w e can fin d o u t w h y th e P hoenician* 
g av e su ch c u rio u s nam e3 to th e ir le tte rs , 
a n d first of all, w e m u s t ask w h ere a n d 
h o w d id th e Pn<»*aicians g e t th e ir le tte rs ? 
T h e re h a v e b een tw o o r th re e a n sw e rs to 
th is q u eario n , tw o o r th re e d iffe re n t th e o ­ 
ries, th a t is, a n d th e a n sw e r I am g o in g to 
g iv e is w h a t p eo p le call m y th e o ry , w h ic h 
I, of co u rse, b eliev e to be th e tru e an sw e r. 
Take down your atlases and look at the 
northw est corner of the Persian Gulf. You 
w ill see em ptying into the gulf a river 
made up of the tw o rivers, Tigris and Eu­ 
phrates. 
In very ancient tim es the Per­ 
sian G ulf used to stretch up so much far­ 
ther than it now does that the Tigris aud 
Euphrates did not join together, but each 
tlowed into the Persian Gulf separately. 
The level country at the m outh of those 
tw o rivers, where they used to em pty into 
the Persian Gulf, I believe to be the placo 
where our alphabet wa3 born, and where it 
spent its babyhood. 
Th9 way it waa born 
was this : A t first the people cf that coun­ 
try drew rough pictures of what they 
w anted to describe; for 
“ o x ,” a man 
drew a rough picture of 
an o x ; 
for 
“ hand,” of a hand. 
By and by, as they 
learne»! more and wanted to put dowu 
more things in writing, they found that 
this took too long, eo that instead of draw­ 
ing an ox they only drew a head and two 
horns, and instead of a hand five fingers. 
Then they shortened this still more, only 
using tw o or three lines for each object, so 
that little by little m ost of these pictures 
lost all resemblance to the things of which 
they were supposed to be pictures, an»i 
came to be what are called conventional 
signs. 
The people wrote on brick or stone, 
aud in cutting into it they made the begin­ 
ning of each line, where they began to cut, 
broader than the end, and so this writing 
is called cuneiform, or wedge-shaped. 
This all took place before 4 000 B. C. 
W e have some w riting from that country 
which is about 6,000 years old, and some 
of the signs which I have given in the 
table are of that age. 
A ll that is left of 
the picture of the ox is the sharp, angular 
nose and a pair of horns. 
The hand is an 
upright, 
straight line for the palm, w ith 
five straight lines running out of it for the 
fingers. 
Tne people who used this writing 
were the A kkadians and Sumerians. Their 
country was fertile and w ell cultivated. 
They lived in cities, and were a rich, civil­ 
ized people. 
Their wealth and civilization 
tem pted other people who were not rich 
aud civilized to try and take their riches 
from them , or to come and live among 
them and learn their civilization and share 
their good things. 
That was the way in 
which the ancestors of the Babylonians and 
Assyrians and PLceiicians and H ebrews 
came to live among the Akkadians and 
Sumerians, and to rule over them. 
They 
spoke a different language, and when they 
wanted to use the Akkadian w riting that 
difference of language caused them to make 
a change in the w ay of writing. 
The 
A kkadians used the same sign for the 
word “ h ou se” and for the syllable <?, 
because e m eant house in Akkadian. 
It 
waa aom ethingas though we should use the 
letter B , either for the insect “ b e e ” or the 
sound be; I for “ e y e ” or i, aad L for 
“ ell ” or /, eo that when you saw the le t­ 
ters B , / , L , L , you could not tell at once 
whether they m eant bee, eye, two ells, or 
bill. 
N ow in German bee is biene, eye 
auge, and ell elle, so that a German m ight 
translate that biene, auge, 2 ellen. 
N ow 
euppose a German were to say, I w ill let B 
mean bee, or be, or biene, I eye or i auge, 
etc., he would bo doing just w hat the 
Sem ites—that is, 
the ancestors of the 
Babylonians, Assyrians, etc.— did w ith the 
Akkadiau writing. 
They used the same 
sign for the word “ house,” and the sylla­ 
ble e, and the syllable bit9 for w ith them 
bit, or bien, m eant house. 
Then, as they 
pronounced b and p very much alike, they 
let it stand for p it also. 
P retty soon the 
same sign came to havo still other mean­ 
ings, and in the same way alm ost every 
other sign came to have three or four dif­ 
ferent meanings, 
which makes it now­ 
adays very hard to find out what tbey 
m eant to say ; it is just like reading a 
rebus, only in a foreign language. 
Each 
of these meanings or values of a sign, you 
m ust remember, was either a whole word 
or a syllable, for they had no such idea of 
letters as we have. 
The Sem ites came into the country of 
the Akkadians and Sumerians probably not 
long after 4,000 B. C. 
It is supposed that 
between 3,000 and 2,000 B. G, some of 
these Sem ites, the Phrvaicians, left Baby­ 
lonia to go and found a new country on 
the shores of 
tfce 
M editerranean Sea, 
where they built Sidon and Byblus and 
Aradus and Tyre, aad from which they sent 
out colonies to Tunis and Sicily and France 
and Spain, while their shipssailed to England 
and Ireland and India. 
N ow in the coun­ 
try which the Phoenicians left, the system 
of w riting had become very hard to learn 
and puzzling to understand. 
Schools had 
been established to teach it, and there were 
scribes whose business it waa to write it, 
and whose pride and interest it was to 
m ake it harder and harder. 
But the Phoe­ 
nicians did not have these schools and 
scribes to prevent them from making it 
sim pler and easier. 
They became a great 
commercial people, needing a sim ple, easy 
w riting for their business. 
In their com ­ 
merce they dealt w ith E gypt, where the 
priests had quite a sim ple w riting which they 
bad invented for their own use. Perhaps the 
Phoenicians learned som ething about this ; 
at all events, they made the w riting they 
had brought w ith them from Babylonia 
very much more sim ple. 
The way I think 
they did this I w ill try to tell you next 
w eek .— [The M astery.

THE TRANSVAAL GOLD LAW. 


Tbe following ia an abstract, published 
by Iron, of the law passed by the Volks- 
raad of the Transvaal to regulate gold 
m ining in th a t country. 
Tbe absence of a 
law giving encouragement to individual 
enterpriae has been one of the reasons for 
th e neglect of the known rich deposits of 
gold in tbe Transvaal, and now th at the 
S : te has dcolarert th a t its policy will be 
to welcome new Bettlers, many experienced 
g 'Id miners from A ustralia and elsewhere 
will no doubt be encouraged to take out 
licenses. 
The law begins by giving the 
President power to proclaim as a “ gold- 
tid d 
any Governm ent property on which 
geld may be fonnd. 
If gold in payable 
quantities ie found on a private farm, the 
owner h it the option of taking out, w ithin 
six months, a concession for tne exclusive 
right to work it. 
If he does not avail 
himself of this privilege, the Government 
may buy up his property at a price to be 
fixed by arbitration. 
A commissioner ia to 
b* appointed for every gold-field, over 
wi ic.i he will have authority 10 keep order, 
and to deal w ith all m atters arising out of 
tb s w oikings of the mines. 
H e will be as­ 
sisted by a diggers’ committee, to be 
elected by the license-holders and diggers, 
■whose interests will thereby be fully pro­ 
tected. 
Every digger anJ license-holder 
w ill be liable to be called on to assist in 
m aintaining order in case of necessity, un­ 
der pain of foifeiture of the license or con­ 
cession. 
Tne cost of a license to dig or 
prospect on Government ground is fixed at 
10a. per m onth ; for prospecting on private 
ground, w ith the consent of the owner, the 
same fee ia payable, three-fourths of it to 
go 
to 
the 
owner.

feet square, the lim its of which m ust be 
d uly “ beaconed.” 
A ny person, however, 
may "buy from other claim holders any 
num ber of claims on taking out the proper 
license for each. 
The discovery of future 
gold-fields ia encouraged by giving any 
prospector who discovers gold in payable 
qnantities five per cent, of the revenue 
which the Goverameut may receive from 
each field. 
This revenue will be derived 
from the sale of licenses, from a percentage 
of tw o and one-quarter per cent, on all 
finds, and from a percentage of four per 
ceu.. on the purchase money on the sale 
of a claim. 
There is a curious provision 
th a t w here the sum of t'300 or more has 
b teu paid for a claim, or t'500 or more for 
improvem ents in the erection of machinery, 
and is abandoned, it shall still remain the 
property of thu owner fcr a period of six 
m onths after abandonment. 
This pro­ 
vision is intended to allow the owner to 
ro ip the advantage of any discoveries 
which may be made w ithin th at period of 
reefs on adjoining claims which might pos 
«inly p ro v e to extend into his property. 
T ne least satisfactory part of the law is 
th a t which enacts t h a t ’‘any colored per­ 
son who rc'ls, barters, delivers over, re­ 
ceives, or has in fcis possession rough gold 
shall 03 punished v itb lashes not exceed­ 
ing fifty, mid be imprisoned for the term of 
not e x ce e d in g tw e lv e m onths.” 
It is also 
enacted th at no colored person shall have 
tb e right to hold a license or be in any w ay 
c o n n e c te d w ith the working of the gold- 
fields, except as laborers in service of the 
whites, who are prohibited, under a pen­ 
a lty of £500 or a year's bard labor, from 
paying the colored servant in rough gold, 
and from buying gold from any colored 
peí -on under a penalty of £ 1,000, or a 
year’s imprisonment.

Iu a paper read befare the American 
Association for tbe Advancem ent of Sci­ 
ence, T. C. M sndenhall describes a system 
th a t ha3 only been in operation in Ohio for 
about a year. 
To distribute forecasts, sig­ 
nals are placed upon the sides of the bag­ 
gage cars, as distinct as possible from each 
other, so as to bs easily' recognized a t con­ 
siderable distances, and also to convey as 
m uch meaning as possible, bo as to prediet 
as m any different conditions. 
A combina­ 
tion of form and color was adopted. 
The 
signals are three in num ber as to form, and 
tw o in num ber as to color. 
The red sig­ 
nals are confined to predictions as to tem ­ 
perature—rise in tem perature, stationary 
tem perature, falling tem perature. 
The 
other color is blue, and th a t is confined to 
predictioDB in regard to the general state 
of the weather. 
The questiou of form was 
a good deal considered, and three forms 
w ere adopted. 
The sun, moon, and a star 
w ere chosen, because everybody is familiar 
w ith these words. Experim ents were made 
w ith the triangle, and finally rejacted. 
The device for attaching to tho car ia due 
to Mr. Anderson, who ins been in the ser­ 
vice of the Board of Commissioners for the 
past year ; and it is really a happy device. 
Ti e signal is made as largo as possible, aud 
th e diak can be seen at a long distance. 
T he red sun and bine moon mean higher 
tem perature and general rain. The orescent 
means lower tem perature. 
The full diak 
of bine means general rain. 
Tne star rep­ 
resent-: local rains. 
W ith regard to the 
proper working of the system, though it 
has been in operation but a short tim e, it 
has really done good work. 
Special tele­ 
gram s are received every morning, and 
th ey are transm itted to tho train-dia- 
patchers at 5 o’clock. 
As yet it ia oper­ 
ated only on one railroad. 
I t happens, for­ 
tunately, th at th at rosd goes through an 
agricultural region of considerable im port­ 
ance, connecting the cities of Columbus 
ai d Cleveland. 
Two trains start out in 
tb e morning at the middle point between 
those cities. 
The signals are put on the 
cars at 5 o'clock in the morning ; and as 
they ran through the morning hours, tho 
farm ers along the line can have an oppor­ 
tu n ity of seeing them and predicting the 
w eather for the day. 
The railroad com­ 
pany circulated through the whole line lit­ 
tle cards having these signals displayed in 
colors, w ith them meaning in every combi­ 
nation. 
This helps, because it enables 
everybody to understand w hat is meant. 
A recent communication 
from General 
H 'izsn indicates a disposition on the pait 
of the General Governm ent to take hold of 
th e m atter an i bring it into general oper­ 
ation as far as possible. 
P >eta! csrc3 have 
been sent te various persons along the line, 
w ith questions in regard to the practical 
w irking of the system, which are answered 
ilu 1 sent in a t the rod of every week ; aud 
it has been found that on the average SO 
per cent, of the predictions are verified.

EGYPTIAN SPHYNX. 


On the w estern bank of the Nile, and 
near the second largest pyramid, stands 
this famous object, which has from time 
immemorial so excited the awe and curi­ 
osity of the traveler. 
An long ago as the 
time of Herodotue, the first man who ever 
conceived the idea of writing a history, 
and who lived four or five hundred years 
before tbe tim e of Christ, this gigantic 
and m ysterious human head was raised 
above tne sand, looking upon the beholder 
w ith the same calm and serene expression, 
as if superior to tho vexations of life, and 
to the m utations of time, as much a puzzle 
as it is in our own day. 
I t wa3 then hoary 
w ith age, though over two thousand years 
have siuce rolled away. First the Persians, 
under Cambyses, before H erodotus’ time, 
invaded aud devastated the country. Then 
the Greeks, 
under Alexander and the 
Ptolem ys, his successors ; 
then the Mos­ 
lems, one of whom, as a hater of images, 
sought in vain to destroy i t ; and then 
, many other lesser powers down to the 
Turks of the present day ; all alike unaf­ 
fected by any respect for the monuments of 
antiquity, and ignorant of their value as 
records of hum an progress and decay. 
The deep m ist and darkness of the 
Middle Ages rolled over it for centuries, 
and still the Sphynx remains one of the 
wonders of the ancient world, m utilated, 
disfigured, neglected, and sometimes almost 
forgotten, but always serene, impressive, 
and awe-inspiring. 
I t is hewn from the salient angle of the 
rocky ledge on which stand the great pyra­ 
mids : part of the cap, the back, and Jhe 
fore-paws, when the rock was abraded, be­ 
ing supplied by masonry. 
The savants, 
under Napoleon, uncovered the back and 
shoulders, and obtained approxim ate meas­ 
urem ents ; b u t it was not until ISIS that 
toe entire figure was displayed to its pedes­ 
tal. 
The honor of this work is due to the 
Italian Caviglia. 
The loose sand, anciently 
restrained by 
artificial 
irrigation, and 
doubtless highly cultivated, but now con­ 
tinually shitting about in th a t rainless 
country w ith the slightest breath of air, 
was removed by the labor of from sixty to 
eighty persons for several days. 
No trace 
of thece excavations, made a t so much 
cost, now temains, the upper part of the 
figure alone being seen, rising as before 
about th irty or forty feet above the level 
of the soil. 
I t faces eastw ard tow ard the 
Nile. 
A t the rear is the pyram id of Shafra, 
while tow ard the north, in a corresponding 
position in reference to the pyramid, stands 
another rock, which, in the opinion of Lep- 
sius, it may have been the intention of the 
builder to carve into another Sphynx, as a 
tw in guardian of the approe.ch to the Ea- 
cred pile. 
• 
Caviglia's efforts laid bare a descent from 
the Nile tor 155 feet, succeeded by a llight 
of thirteen steps, after which was a plat­ 
form 3nd a second flight of th irty steps to 
the rocky pavem ent on which the figure 
rests. 
Tho body is th at of a lion, with 
human head aud shoulders. 
Though often 
spoken of as feminine ia features, the 
broken fragments of a beard which have 
been found dem onstrate the incorrectness 
oí the assertion. 
Iudeed, 
among thou­ 
sands of ephynxes found in Egypt, but one 
is known having a female head, though 
those of the Greeks are alm ost always 
male. 
The posture is recumbent, w ith the fore­ 
paws stretched out in Iront a distance of 
fifty feet. 
T in body is 113 foet long, and 
the hight to the top of the head is 62 
feet. 
Between the forepaws is a level space 
which was used as a templo or a place of 
sacrifice. 
H ere were the remains of an 
altar w ith charred members still preserved 
— the relic3 of a sacrifice offered, perhaps, 
to avert the tide of invasion th at over­ 
whelmed the worshipers. 
Several small 
sphynx-like figures stood near or under the 
chin. 
U nder the chin is an immense 
granite tablet, fourteen feet high, seven 
broad, and two thick, covered with hiero­ 
glyphics relating to one Thothm es IV ., and 
flanked by two other tablets of limestone. 
These formed part of the inclosure of the 
sacred area. 
The traveler, I>r. Pocccke, asserts that 
there arc openioga in the back aud top of 
the head, but these could have been noth­ 
ing but seams in the rook, or spaces left 
by lislodgment of parts of the masonry, as 
L-psius, a most careful observer who visit­ 
ed it in 1S43, states th at no opening to 
the interior w hatever, was to be seen, 
and th a t the mass of the statue ob­ 
viously m ust have been hewn from the na­ 
tive rock. 
.

Denon : 
“ Though its proportions are colossal, its 
outline is pure and graceful, and the ex­ 
pression mild, gracious and tranquil. 
The 
character is African, but the m onth, the 
lips of which are thick, has a softness and

E L S criucA L T r a n s m is s io n o f P o w e r . — 
M arcel Deprez has 
recently 
made 
a 
most successful application of his theo­ 
ries on the transmission of power at Greno­ 
ble, France. 
This city, being a mountain­ 
ous country, is surrounded by numerous 
streams, developing a power, which, if 
utilized, might be a source of great wealth. 
The municipality o f Grenoble invited Mar­ 
cel Deprez to repeat 
his experiments 
which he had performed with success at 
Munich and at the Garo du Nord at Paris. 
T ne power was supplied by the stream of 
•the Romanche (fourteen kilometers from 
Grenoble), and thence conveyed along a 
copper wire of two millimeters in diame­ 
ter. 
The mechanical effect was about 60 
per cent., and the utilizad power seven 
horse. 
A part of this pumped some water 
employed to produce an artificial cascade. 
The remainder M. Deprez divided between 
all the machines of a small work-ahop, and 
lit beside 300 Eiisoo lamps.

beaten before use. 
This cane is used as a 
torch. 
It burns fairly well for a few sec­ 
onds until a notch is ¡cached, when the 
light nearly goes out and the ashes must 
be knocked off, a process which must be 
repeated every half-miaute.
